Clemson  has  a  56-17-1  advantage  in  the  series 
with  Wake  Forest.  The  56  wins  are  the  second-most  for 
Clemson  against  an  opponent.  TheTigers  have  beaten 
South  Carolina  65  times. 

The  series  has  been  very  competitive  in  recent 
years,  as  Jim  Grobe  has  done  an  outstanding  job  in 
Winston-Salem.  He  has  led  Wake  Forest  to  58  victories 
this  decade  and  has  already  made  this  the  winningest 
decade  in  school  history. 

Clemson  and  Wake  Forest  have  split  the  last  six 
games  dating  to  the  2003  season.  Grobe  is  3-5  overall 
against  Clemson,  but  all  three  wins  came  in  Winston- 
Salem.  Wake  Forest  has  not  won  at  Clemson  since 
1998,  a  29-19  victory  under  Jim  Caldwell,  now  the 
head  coach  of  the  Indianapolis  Colts.  Five  of  the  last 
eight  games  between  the  two  teams  have  been  de- 
cided by  a  touchdown  or  less. 
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Skinner  Wake  Forest's  Winningest  Quarterback 

Riley  Skinner  is  the  winningest  quarterback  in 
Wake  Forest  history.  He  has  led  the  Demon  Deacons 
to  a  4-2  record  this  year  and  30  victories  entering  to- 
day's game  at  Death  Valley.  He  is  the  ACC's  career  lead- 
er in  completion  percentage.  That  includes  an  11-11 
performance  against  Navy  in  the  Eagle  Bank  Bowl  last 
year,  an  all-time  bowl  record  for  completion  percent- 
age. 

Skinner  has  completed  61-87  passes  for  525  yards 
and  two  touchdowns  in  three  games  against  the  Ti- 
gers. He  has  a  1  -2  record  as  a  starter  against  Clemson, 
but  he  led  the  Demon  Deacons  to  victory  in  the  last 
meeting,  a  12-7  triumph  at  BB&T  Field  last  year  on  a 
Thursday  night.  His  career  passing  efficiency  against 
the  Tigers  is  1 23.8. 

Jacksonville  a  Recruiting  Base  for  Both  Teams 

Perhaps  today's  game  should  be  played  at  the  Ga- 
tor Bowl  in  Jacksonville,  FL.  A  look  to  the  rosters  of 
both  teams  shows  us  that  there  are  2 1  players  from  the 
two  teams  from  the  Jacksonville  area.  Wake  Forest  has 
1 4  players  from  the  Jacksonville  area  and  Clemson  has 
seven. 

The  list  includes  both  starting  quarterbacks,  Clem- 
son's  Kyle  Parker  (Bartram  Trail  High  School)  and  Wake 
Forest's  Riley  Skinner  (Bolles  School). 

One  oddity  is  the  fact  that  both  teams  have  play- 
ers from  the  same  Jacksonville  high  school  with  the 
same  last  name,  but  none  of  them  are  related.  Parker 
and  Wake  Forest's  Andrew  Parker  are  close  friends 
who  played  at  Bartram  Trail  High  School,  but  they  are 
not  related.  The  same  goes  for  Clemson  long  snapper 
Matt  Skinner  and  Wake  Forest  signal-caller  Riley  Skin- 
ner. Both  attended  Bolles  School,  but  they  are  not  re- 
lated. 

Ford  Joins  Exclusive  Club 

Senior  wide  receiver  Jacoby  Ford  joined  an  exclu- 
sive club  when  he  scored  a  touchdown  on  a  17-yard 
reverse  at  Maryland.  It  was  his  first  career  rushing 
touchdown,  but  it  gave  him  a  touchdown  four  dif- 


ferent ways  in  his  career.  Ford  became  just  the  fifth 
player  in  Clemson  history  to  account  for  a  touchdown 
at  least  four  different  ways. 

He  is  just  the  fifth  Tiger  to  do  it,  but  two  of  the  five 
are  on  the  2009  team.  C.J.  Spiller  has  actually  account- 
ed for  a  touchdown  five  different  ways  over  his  career. 
Spiller  has  21  rushing  touchdowns,  eight  receiving 
touchdowns,  one  via  a  punt  return,  and  five  on  kickoff 
returns.  Additionally,  he  threw  a  touchdown  pass  at 
Virginia  last  year. 

The  only  other  players  to  account  for  at  least  one 
touchdown  four  different  ways  are  Chansi  Stuckey 
(2003-06),  Bobby  Gage  (1945-48),  and  Ray  Mathews 
(1947-50). 

Ford  had  a  punt  return  and  a  kickoff  return  for 
a  score  as  a  freshman  in  2006  and  has  12  receiving 
touchdowns  in  his  career. 

Jackson  Boots  Another  50-Yarder 

Richard  Jackson  made  his  third  field  goal  of  at  least 
50  yards  at  Maryland  when  he  kicked  a  51-yarder  in 
the  first  half.  Earlier  this  year,  he  kicked  a  53-yard  field 
goal  at  Georgia  Tech  and  a  52-yarder  against  Boston 
College.  Jackson  has  established  a  Clemson  season 
record  for  field  goals  of  at  least  50  yards  in  just  five 
games.  The  previous  record  was  two  by  Donald  Igwe- 
buike  (1984),  Chris  Gardocki  (1988),  and  Nelson  Welch 
(1992). 

Jackson  leads  in  the  nation  in  field  goals  per  game 
(2.8).  He  has  made  14-19  field  goals,  as  four  of  his  five 
misses  have  been  from  at  least  45  yards.  He  is  actually 
a  perfect  3-3  on  field  goals  of  50  yards  or  more. 

Parker  At  His  Best  vs.  Wake  Forest 

Clemson  starting  quarterback  Kyle  Parker  will  play 
his  first  football  game  against  Wake  Forest  today,  but 
it  will  not  be  the  first  time  he  has  suited  up  to  play  the 
Demon  Deacons.  Parker  has  already  been  a  starting 
outfielder  for  the  Tigers  for  two  springs  and  has  had 
success  against  Wake  Forest. 

In  fact,  Parker  has  his  highest  batting  average  and 
most  homers  and  RBIs  in  his  career  against  Wake  For- 
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est.  In  five  career  games  against  the  Demon  Deacons 
on  the  diamond,  he  has  12  hits  in  20  at-bats  for  a  .600 
batting  average.  He  has  also  totaled  five  home  runs, 
14  RBIs,  and  nine  runs. 

He  had  arguably  his  best  career  game  against 
Wake  Forest  in  Winston-Salem,  NC  on  March  9,  2008  in 
the  second  game  of  a  doubleheader.  Playing  in  just  his 
ninth  career  game  and  making  his  eighth  career  start, 
Parker  was  5-for-5  with  a  school-record-tying  three 
home  runs  and  seven  RBIs.  His  three-run  homer  in  the 
top  of  the  ninth  inning  tied  the  score  11-11.  Clemson 
then  scored  another  run  in  the  ninth  inning  and  won 
12-11. 

Today's  game  will  mark  Parker's  sixth  career  start  in 
football.  He  would  probably  be  satisfied  with  a  1 2-20 
passing  performance  today  that  would  match  his  bat- 
ting performance  against  Wake  Forest. 

Parker  is  a  red-shirt  freshman  in  football  this  year, 
but  he  will  be  a  junior  in  baseball  this  spring,  an  odd 
circumstance.  However,  he  entered  Clemson  in  Janu- 
ary of  2008  and  started  on  the  baseball  squad  imme- 
diately. He  then  red-shirted  the  2008  football  season, 
leading  to  the  odd  situation  where  he  is  a  freshman 
on  one  roster  and  a  junior  on  another  in  the  same  aca- 
demic year. 

Spiller  Compares  Well  With  All-Purpose  Greats 

It  is  difficult  to  quantify  the  all-around  accomplish- 
ments of  running  back  C.J.  Spiller  this  year  and  over  his 
career.  He  became  the  ACC's  career  leader  at  Maryland 
when  he  had  1 76  all-purpose  yards  and  now  has  5,941 
for  his  career.  He  is  on  pace  to  reach  the  7,000-yard 
mark  by  the  end  of  the  season,  something  only  three 
previous  FBS  players  have  accomplished. 

He  has  2,695  rushing  yards,  1,074  receiving  yards, 
1,631  kickoff-return  yards,  and  541  punt-return  yards. 
Against  #14  Texas  Christian  on  September  26,  he 
joined  former  Heisman  Trophy  winner  Reggie  Bush 
(Southern  California)  as  the  only  FBS  players  in  history 
with  at  least  2,500  rushing  yards,  1 ,000  receiving  yards, 
1 ,500  kickoff-return  yards,  and  500  punt-return  yards. 

Spider's  impact  on  the  game  can  be  compared 
with  some  previous  Heisman  Trophy  winners  or  near 
Heisman  Trophy  winners  who  handled  the  ball  as  all- 


purpose  players.  Below  is  a  comparison  of  season  and 
career  stats  for  Spiller,  Tim  Brown  (Notre  Dame,  1984- 
87),  Raghib  Ismail  (Notre  Dame,  1988-90),  Desmond 
Howard  (Michigan,  1 989-91 ),  and  Bush  (Southern  Cali- 
fornia, 2003-05). 

So  far  this  year,  Spiller  is  averaging  207  all-purpose 
yards  per  game.  Only  Bush  and  his  222-yard  average 
during  the  2005  season  is  higher.  Brown  averaged  1 73 
yards  per  game  in  1 987,  his  Heisman  Trophy  year,  and 
Ismail  averaged  156  yards  per  game  in  1990,  the  year 
he  finished  second  in  the  Heisman  Trophy  balloting. 
Howard  averaged  155  yards  per  game  in  1991  when 
he  won  the  Heisman  Trophy. 

Spiller  has  16  touchdowns  of  50  yards  or  more  in 
his  career,  including  four  this  year.  Ismail  had  1 3,  Bush 
had  13,  and  Brown  had  nine.  Howard's  career  total  is 
not  available. 

Spiller  already  has  three  returns  for  touchdowns 
this  year,  two  on  kickoffs  and  one  on  a  punt.  All  have 
been  at  least  77  yards  in  length.  He  has  had  a  play  of 
at  least  60  yards  in  each  game  this  year  as  well.

From  a  very  young  age,  Chris  Chancellor  dreamed 
of  becoming  a  standout  athlete.  He  grew  up  in  Miami 
watching  a  local  Florida  prodigy  named  Deion  Sand- 
ers soar  to  greatness  on  the  gridiron.  He  watched  as 
Sanders  became  one  of  the  nation's  most-prominent 
defensive  backs  to  play  the  game. 

As  a  youngster,  Chancellor  was  called  "Prime  Time" 
(after  his  Idol  had  coined  the  term).  Now  his  friends 
and  teammates  call  him  "PT"  for  short.  Sanders'  per- 
sona and  flare  ignited  a  fire  in  the  eyes  of  a  young 
Chancellor  to  dream  big  and  chase  his  dreams.  Chan- 
cellor, like  Sanders,  was  destined  to  be  a  "shutdown" 
cornerback. 


"I  was  always  a  big  fan  of  Florida  State  growing 
up,  especially  since  Deion  Sanders  played  for  them," 
admitted  Chancellor.  "I  could  always  remember  his 
'high-stepping'  into  the  endzone  and  his  famous 
touchdown  celebration  dances.  He  had  a  very  big  per- 
sonality when  it  came  to  football  and  he  showed  so 
much  determination  on  the  field.  I  always  told  myself 
that  one  day  I  would  be  a  'shutdown' cornerback  and 
play  with  his  intensity." 

Chancellor  would  soon  play  with  fierce  intensity 
and  develop  skills  to  become  a  nationally-rated  high 
school  prospect. 

From  the  beginning,  the  cards  were  stacked 
against  Chancellor.  He  was  raised  in  urban  Miami  into 
a  single-parent  household,  with  one  sister  and  five 
brothers.  His  moth- 
er (Teresa  Rene) 
helped  guide  her  son 
throughout  his  child- 
hood. She  was  the 
backbone  of  the  fam- 
ily, helping  to  keep 
all  seven  children  on 
the  right  track.  She 
encouraged  her  kids 
to  follow  their  dreams 
and  work  hard  to  be 
successful. 

"I  was  raised  in  a 
single-parent  home," 
said  #38.  "My  mom 
worked  very  hard  to 
take  care  of  her  seven 
children.  She  worked 
hard  to  make  sure 
that  all  of  us  had  a 
roof  over  our  heads, 
food  to  eat,  clothes, 
and  most  importantly 
she  made  sure  that  we 
always  did  the  right 
thing  and  stayed  out 
of  trouble.  We  turned 
out  to  be  great  people 
because  of  her. 


"Because  I  did  not  have  a  relationship  with  my  fa- 
ther, my  uncle  Charles  was  my  father-figure  along  with 
my  stepfather  (Fritz  Rene).  They  are  there  for  me  when 
I  need  advice  and  they  are  always  supporting  me  on 
and  off  the  football  field." 

Chancellor  started  his  football  career  at  the  young 
age  of  six  playing  wide  receiver,  quarterback,  and  run- 
ning back.  However,  he  naturally  progressed  to  the 
cornerback  position  and  found  it  to  be  the  perfect 
match. 

"I  play  with  Deion  Sanders'  mentality  on  the  field," 
explained  Chancellor.  "He  always  wanted  the  quarter- 
back to  throw  the  ball  to  his  side  on  every  play  so  that 
he  could  intercept  it  and  run  it  back  for  a  touchdown. 
He  showed  that  a  defensive  player  can  help  a  team  win 
games,  too." 

Chancellor  had  his  chance  to  showcase  his  talents 
at  Miami  Edison  Senior  High  School  under  Head  Coach 
Corey  Bell,  where  he  had  40  tackles,  seven  tackles  for 
loss,  six  interceptions,  and  five  touchdowns  on  returns 
(two  on  interception  returns,  two  on  kickoff  returns, 
and  one  on  a  punt  return)  as  a  senior.  He  became  a 
highly-decorated  and  well-known  cornerback,  mak- 
ing the  all-state,  all-conference,  and  all-county  teams 
as  a  senior.  He  also  set  a  school-record  with  24  career 
interceptions. 

Like  Sanders,  a  multi-dimensional  athlete,  Chan- 
cellor also  played  more  than  one  sport.  He  was  a 
standout  in  track  under  Coach  Hope  of  the  Miami 
Northwestern  Girls  &  Boys  Club. 

"Everyone  in  the  family  ran  track,"  recalled  Chan- 
cellor, "it  was  something  that  my  sister  and  my  broth- 
ers could  all  do  together.  We  were  a  big  sports  family, 
always  active  and  competitive." 

His  athleticism  did  not  go  unnoticed.  Rated  as  the 
#13  cornerback  in  the  nation  by  Rivals.com,  he  soon 
had  college  offers  pouring  in.  He  decided  to  suit  up  for 
the  Tigers  over  offers  from  Auburn,  Florida,  N.C.  State, 
Oklahoma  State,  Rutgers,  and  his  childhood  favorite 
Florida  State. 

"I  was  a  big  Florida  State  fan  growing  up,  but  after 
weighing  my  options,  I  decided  to  play  for  Clemson," 
stated  Chancellor.  "I  loved  the  atmosphere  here.  This 
was  my  chance  to  get  away  from  the  city  life  so  that  my 
focus  could  be  100  percent  on  school  and  football. 
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"Coming  from  Miami  to  Clemson  was  a  big  adjust- 
ment for  me,  but  I  know  if  I  want  to  accomplish  my 
dreams,  I  needed  to  be  in  this  atmosphere." 

In  2005,  Chancellor  was  red-shirted  in  order  to 
work  on  his  technique  and  become  stronger  for  the 
following  season. 

As  a  freshman  in  2006  playing  alongside  his  broth- 
er Demerick,  he  started  four  games  at  cornerback  and 
totaled  38  tackles,  including  27  first  hits.  He  had  two 
pass  breakups  apiece  against  South  Carolina  and  Ken- 
tucky that  year.  He  was  Clemson's  defensive  player-of- 
the-game  against  Temple  when  he  had  a  team-tying- 
high  seven  tackles.  At  the  end  of  his  freshman  season, 
he  was  the  man  to  compete  with  for  a  starting  position 
at  cornerback  during  the  offseason. 

During  the  2007  season,  Chancellor  had  52  tackles, 
including  41  first  hits.  He  was  a  primary  reason  Clem- 
son finished  In  the  top  10  in  the  nation  in  pass  defense, 
pass  efficiency  defense,  total  defense,  and  scoring  de- 
fense. He  also  had  one  pick  apiece  against  N.C.  State, 
Central  Michigan,  Wake  Forest,  and  South  Carolina. 

Chancellor  also  had  three  tackles  for  loss  and  nine 
pass  breakups  in  2007,  including  four  pass  breakups 
in  the  Chick-fil-A  Bowl  against  #21  Auburn,  where  he 
earned  defensive  player-of-the-game  honors  from  the 
Tiger  coaches.  His  four  pass  breakups  tied  Banks  Mc- 
Fadden's  Clemson  bowl  record.  He  also  received  the 
honor  of  being  named  defensive  player-of-the-game 
against  South  Carolina,  and  he  was  Clemson's  special 
teams  player-of-the-game  at  N.C.  State. 

After  his  breakout  sophomore  season.  Chancel- 
lor headed  into  the  2008  season  with  confidence  and 
experience  that  most  of  the  younger  players  did  not 
have.  He  became  a  leader  on  defense  because  of  his 
work-ethic  and  determination. 

Chancellor  had  two  interceptions  in  the  Tigers' 
31-14  win  over  the  Gamecocks  in  2008.  He  was  the 
first  Tiger  with  two  picks  against  Clemson's  rival  since 
2003.  He  tied  for  second  on  the  team  in  interceptions 
(4).  He  registered  a  season-high  seven  tackles  against 
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Maryland  along  with  a  career-high  eight  tackles  and 
three  pass  breakups  at  Virginia.  Chancellor  also  had 
six  tackles  and  two  pass  breakups  at  #24  Florida  State. 

"My  most  memorable  moment  so  far  at  Clemson 
is  the  interception  at  South  Carolina  in  2007.  It  always 
feels  great  to  help  the  team  win,  especially  when  we're 
playing  against  our  biggest  rival." 

Due  to  his  outstanding  overall  performance  last 
year,  he  was  a  member  of  the  preseason  watch  list  for 
the  2009  Thorpe  Award.  His  hero  (Sanders)  won  that 
award  in  1 988,  when  Chancellor  was  a  young  child.  He 
was  also  rated  as  the  #24  cornerback  in  the  nation  by 
Phil  Steele.  These  accolades  show  that  Chancellor  is 
on  the  right  path  towards  accomplishing  his  dream. 

He  started  2009  off  on  a  good  note  against  Middle 
Tennessee  with  an  interception  return  for  37  yards, 
four  tackles,  and  one  pass  breakup.  He  helped  the  Ti- 
gers hold  Boston  College  to  only  54  yards  of  offense. 


"I've  already  circled  my  calendar  for  the  game 
against  Miami  (FL)  on  October  24,"  said  Chancellor.  "I 
call  it  my  Homecoming.  My  entire  family  will  be  there, 
so  I'm  looking  forward  to  playing  in  front  of  my  family 
and  friends." 

After  the  season.  Chancellor  hopes  to  enter  the 
NFL  draft  and  become  a  "shutdown"  cornerback  just 
like  Sanders.  If  the  NFL  does  not  work  out,  he  would 
like  to  pursue  a  job  in  law  enforcement.  He  has  already 
received  his  undergraduate  degree  at  Clemson,  as  he 
graduated  this  past  August  with  a  degree  in  sport 
management. 

Chancellor  is  a  testament  to  dreaming  big.  If  you 
work  hard  towards  your  dreams,  they  might  just  come 
true.

Clemson  fans  know  of  Crezdon  Butler  as  a  staple 
at  cornerback  in  Death  Valley  over  the  past  four  years. 
Entering  this  season,  his  10  interceptions  were  tied 
for  the  most  among  active  ACC  players.  If  Butler,  who 
was  on  the  preseason  Thorpe  Award  Watch  list,  totals 
80  more  interception  return  yards  he  will  break  the 
school  record  in  that  category  (he  currently  is  third). 

With  all  of  these  credentials  and  more,  most  would 
think  that  Butler  has  trained  at  this  position  for  most  or 
all  of  his  football  career.  However,  he  excelled  on  the 
offensive  side  of  the  ball  before  ever  playing  defensive 
back. 

Butler  first  played  football  on  the  "midgets"  Little 
League  squad  in  Asheville,  NC  in  fifth  grade.  He  start- 
ed out  as  both  a  tight  end  and  a  linebacker.  Then  In 
high  school,  Butler  became  a  record-setting  quarter- 
back and  running  back. 


"I  played  running  back  as  a  freshman  and  sopho- 
more, then  I  played  quarterback  my  junior  and  senior 
year,"  he  recalled.  "We  made  it  to  the  fourth  round  ev- 
ery year,  and  then  my  last  year  we  won  the  state  title." 

Before  coming  to  Clemson,  Butler  played  both 
ways  for  his  Asheville  High  School  team.  Rivals.com 
rated  him  as  the  #14  cornerback  in  the  nation,  as  he 
totaled  62  tackles,  seven  interceptions,  eight  pass 
breakups,  and  two  caused  fumbles  in  his  senior  sea- 
son. As  a  quarterback,  he  passed  for  750  yards  and  five 
touchdowns  and  rushed  for  1,435  yards  along  with  16 
touchdowns. 

Butler  earned  MVP  honors  of  the  North  Carolina 
state  title  game  in  2005  after  he  recorded  five  tack- 
les, an  interception,  and  a  caused  fumble  as  well  as 
throwing  a  70-yard,  game-winning  touchdown  pass. 
He  holds  the  all-time  rushing  record  at  Asheville  High 
with  5,030  career  yards,  over  1 ,000  yards  more  than  its 
previous  recordholder,  the  legendary  Charlie  "Choo 


Choo"  Justice,  who  went  on  to  a  Hall  of  Fame  career  at 
North  Carolina.  Butler  finished  his  high  school  career 
with  60  rushing  touchdowns  and  1 2  interceptions. 

Switching  to  cornerback  full  time  in  college,  how- 
ever, was  an  easy  decision  for  the  6'0",  185-pounder. 
"My  size  at  quarterback  wasn't  a  good  college  size. 
For  a  defensive  back,  I  was  above  average  in  the  size 
category,  so  I  switched  over.  I  played  some  corner 
my  junior  and  senior  year  of  high  school,  but  I  really 
didn't  take  it  that  serious.  I  had  to  play  both  ways  at 
my  school  because  we  only  had  about  35  players." 

Butler's  college  choices  came  down  to  Clemson 
and  Georgia,  though  the  deciding  factor  came  in  that 
he  wanted  to  try  his  luck  full-time  on  the  defensive 
side  of  the  ball.  "It  was  between  Clemson  and  Georgia. 
I'm  glad  I  picked  Clemson  because  Georgia  wanted  me 
as  an  offensive  player,  but  I  didn't  see  myself  playing 
on  offense  in  college.  I  wouldn't  change  it.  I'm  having 
a  great  time  here." 

Butler,  whose  initials  (CB)  are  also  those  of  his  posi- 
tion, began  hisTiger  career  as  a  true  freshman  in  2006. 
That  season,  he  tied  for  the  team  lead  in  interceptions 
with  three.  Although  he  did  not  start  a  game  as  a 
freshman,  he  played  in  all  13  contests  on  defense. 

His  best  game  in  2006  came  against  Louisiana 
Tech,  when  he  had  five  first  hits,  two  interceptions 
for  35  yards,  and  one  pass  breakup.  Butler  became 
the  first  Tiger  freshman  to  tally  two  interceptions  in  a 
game  since  2002  and  only  the  fifth  Tiger  freshman  to 
ever  accomplish  that  feat.  Against  #1 3  Georgia  Tech, 
he  had  four  tackles  and  an  interception  in  the  game 
that  was  televised  nationally  by  ESPN.  That  season, 
he  played  248  snaps  and  totaled  34  tackles.  He  was 
also  named  first-team  freshman  AII-ACC  by  Sporting 
News. 

In  2007,  Butler  continued  his  growing  role  as  a  part 
of  the  Tigers'  secondary.  He  started  all  1 3  games  and 
again  tallied  three  interceptions  on  the  year  (one  each 
against  Furman,  Maryland,  and  #21  Auburn).  Butler 
had  eight  tackles  at  Georgia  Tech  and  seven  versus 
Louisiana-Monroe.  He  was  seventh  on  the  team  in 
tackles  (61 )  and  played  593  snaps. 

The  attention  that  comes  with  the  cornerback  po- 
sition comes  hand-in-hand  with  an  equal  amount  of 
criticism.  When  a  score  is  given  up  on  his  coverage. 
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Butler  keeps  in  mind  that  there  are  many  factors  that 
contribute  to  this  and  does  not  let  it  affect  him. 

"You  have  to  know  that  some  coaches  call  for 
other  people  to  help  out  in  different  coverage  situa- 
tions," explained  #18.  "As  a  defensive  back,  you  have 
to  have  the  mindset  that  you  have  to  move  on  to  the 
next  play.  People  are  going  to  catch  passes.  Other- 
wise, they  aren't  supposed  to  be  playing  in  college. 
That's  definitely  the  mindset  of  a  DB.  We're  out  there 
by  ourselves.  On  some  coverages,  we  might  not  have 
any  help,  and  then  it's  basically  one-on-one,  man-to- 
man. It's  a  hard  position,  but  it's  our  responsibility." 

The  2008  season  saw  Butler  in  a  starting  corner- 
back  role  for  every  game.  He  totaled  four  picks  and 
142  interception  return  yards  on  the  season,  third- 
most  in  school  history.  He  had  a  season-high  eight 
tackles  and  an  interception  against  N.C.  State  and  two 
tackles  along  with  a  pass  breakup  at  Wake  Forest. 

Butler's  best  game  was  versus  Virginia  when  he 
had  seven  tackles,  one  tackle  for  loss,  and  a  31 -yard  in- 
terception return  that  set  Clemson  up  for  a  score  that 
put  the  game  away.  He  had  his  first  career  sack  against 
South  Carolina  along  with  a  caused  fumble.  He  even 
saw  time  as  a  punt  returner  that  season,  against  both 
Duke  and  The  Citadel. 

The  interceptions  from  the  past  three  seasons 
have  positioned  Butler  third  in  school  history  in  inter- 
ception return  yards  with  196  (trailing  last  year's  de- 
fensive captain  Michael  Hamlin  and  Rex  Varn).  With  80 
more  yards  in  that  category,  he  can  stand  alone. 

"You  always  want  to  leave  your  name  somewhere 
in  the  recordbooks...that  would  be  nice,  but  I  have  to 
get  my  hands  on  the  ball  first!" exclaimed  Butler. 

In  the  last  two  years,  Clemson's  defense  has  fin- 
ished in  the  top  10  in  the  nation  in  scoring  defense 
due  in  large  part  to  Butler's  efforts.  He  has  played  44 
consecutive  games,  31  of  which  have  been  starts. 

In  2009,  Butler  has  a  new  position  coach  in  Char- 
lie Harbison  and  admits  that  having  an  experienced 
coach  has  had  it  advantages.  "His  coaching  style  is  dif-

ferent  (from  former  Defensive  Backs  Coach  Vic  Koen- 
ning).  Coach  Koenning  was  the  defensive  coordinator 
and  he  played  linebacker  in  college.  Coach  'Cheese' 
(Harbison)  knows  a  lot  about  defensive  backs.  He  can 
give  us  more  info  because  he  played  the  position." 

This  season,  Butler  has  continued  his  job  as  a  start- 
er and  has  become  a  leader  in  the  secondary.  He  is  a 
reason  Clemson  continues  to  rank  in  the  top  20  in  the 
nation  in  many  defensive  areas.  He  has  just  10  tack- 
les so  far  this  year  because  opposing  quarterbacks  are 
not  throwing  his  way.  Opposing  quarterbacks  have 
thrown  to  the  man  he  was  covering  just  five  times  in 
the  first  five  games.  Despite  those  facts,  he  is  tied  for 
the  team  lead  with  three  pass  breakups. 

Butler  has  garnered  national  attention  for  his  skills 
at  the  defensive  back  position  and  consequently  is 
considered  a  highly-rated  pro  prospect.  His  reviews 
only  make  him  take  his  role  as  a  shutdown  cornerback 
that  much  more  seriously. 

"Being  rated  up  there  with  the  top  corners  in  the 
country  makes  you  come  prepared  every  week,"  re- 
marked Butler.  "It  is  a  motivation  for  me,  but  it  also 
makes  the  opposing  wide  receivers  play  their  best. 
Chris  Chancellor  and  I  have  to  play  hard  and  know 
we're  going  to  get  everyone's  best  so  they  can  prove 
a  point." 

When  asked  if  he  still  thought  of  lining  up  on  of- 
fense, a  huge  grin  spread  across  his  face. 


"I  always  want  to  touch  that  'rock.'  I  made  plays  in 
high  school,  and  I  wouldn't  mind  seeing  what  it's  like 
to  make  some  plays  on  the  offensive  side  in  college. 
But  we  have  some  great  players  on  offense.  I  just  have 
to  get  my  hands  on  it  on  defense."

How  many  football  players  do  you  know  who  have 
had  a  100-yard  rushing  game  and  been  a  consistent 
contributor  on  defense  in  the  same  career? 

Clemson  fifth-year  senior  Sadat  Chambers  can 
make  that  statement,  in  fact  the  only  current  Tiger 
who  can.  After  red-shirting  during  his  first  year  in  Ti- 
gertown.  Chambers  spent  the  next  season  on  the  de- 
fensive side  of  the  ball  as  a  reserve  safety  and  outside 
linebacker.  Then  in  2007,  Chambers  was  moved  to 
running  back  after  other  running  backs  suffered  inju- 
ries. In  2008,  the  coaching  staff  decided  to  move  him 
back  to  his  original  position  of  safety,  where  he  has 
worked  his  way  into  a  leading  role  for  the  2009  season. 

"I  like  the  fact  that  I  have  played  on  both  sides  of 
the  ball,"  admitted  the  graduate  student  and  native  of 
Pageland,  SC.  "I'll  play  whatever  position  gets  me  on 
the  field.  I  like  defense  the  most  because  I'm  a  physical 
guy  and  I  like  hitting  people." 

As  a  red-shirt  freshman  in  2006,  Chambers  played 
1 1 7  snaps  in  1 1  games,  totaling  1 0  tackles,  including 
three  on  special  teams.  He  was  named  Clemson's 
special  teams  player-of-the-week  after  causing  a  key 
fumble  in  a  win  over  North  Carolina. 


Prior  to  the  2007  campaign.  Chambers  moved  to 
running  back  after  Ray  Ray  McElrathbey  suffered  a 
season-ending  injury.  Chambers  amassed  161  rush- 
ing yards  and  had  the  fourth-highest  rushing  total  on 
the  team.  Chambers  saw  action  in  all  13  games  and 
averaged  5.8  yards  per  carry.  His  standout  game  came 
against  Central  Michigan,  where  he  was  the  Tigers' 
leading  rusher,  totaling  112  yards  on  only  10  carries, 
including  a  63-yard  rushing  score.  He  and  C.J.  Spiller 
are  the  only  current  Tigers  with  a  100-yard  rushing 
game  on  their  resumes. 

After  moving  back  to  the  defensive  side  of  the 
ball  for  the  2008  season.  Chambers  saw  time  in  all  1 3 
games  and  played  an  important  role  at  Virginia,  play- 
ing 55  snaps  with  three  tackles  after  senior  safety  Chris 
demons  went  down  with  an  injury.  In  all,  Chambers 
totaled  21  tackles  in  168  snaps  in  2008,  including  five 
tackles  on  special  teams. 

"It  was  hard  moving  from  defense  to  offense  and 
back  to  defense,  but  I  did  it  for  the  team,"  #27  said.  "I 
wanted  to  play  wherever  they  needed  me  most." 

In  the  spring  of  2009,  Chambers  was  named  the 
most  improved  defensive  back  at  the  end  of  spring 
practice. 

"Knowing  this  was  my  last  year,  I  worked  hard  dur- 
ing the  spring  to  get  more  time  on  the  field,"  he  said. 

His  hard  work  has  paid  off.  He  has  started  two 
games  and  has  played  a  total  of  154  snaps  in  four  of 
the  first  five  games  this  season.  He  has  registered  16 
tackles,  including  one  tackle  for  loss,  and  two  pass 
breakups.  He  missed  the  Georgia  Tech  game  because 
of  a  battle  with  the  flu.  He  actually  had  to  stay  in  Clem- 
son the  night  before  that  game  and  came  to  Atlanta 
on  Thursday  with  some  equipment  managers. 

Chambers  then  registered  a  career-high  seven 
tackles  in  38  snaps  in  the  September  26  game  against 
#14  Texas  Christian. 

Chambers  has  played  in  three  bowl  games  as  a 
Tiger.  He  has  lettered  twice  on  defense  and  once  on 
offense,  which  makes  him  one  of  the  team's  veterans. 
He  has  become  a  leader,  both  on  and  off  the  field. 

"I  try  to  always  do  the  right  thing  and  lead  by  ex- 
ample," explained  Chambers.  "I  am  always  there  for 
any  guys  that  need  anything.  I  look  at  all  of  my  team- 
mates as  my  own  brothers  that  I  would  do  anything 
for." 


Chambers  graduated  this  past  August  with  a  de- 
gree in  sociology  and  plans  to  try  for  a  career  in  the 
NFL  after  this  season. 

"My  favorite  part  of  playing  football  at  Clemson  is 
running  down  the  Hill,  and  that  is  definitely  something 
I  am  going  to  miss  once  this  year  is  over. 

"I  want  to  try  out  for  the  NFL  and  I  think  that  they 
will  like  that  I  have  played  offense  and  defense.  That 
shows  that  I  can  get  it  done  on  both  sides  of  the  ball 
and  that  I  have  more  skills,  because  I'm  an  all-around 
athlete.  If  that  doesn't  work  out,  I  want  to  get  a  job 
where  I  can  work  with  kids."

A.  All  the  other  things  that  it  entails,  such  as  film  and 
preparation.  Football  is  much  more  than  just  lining  up 
and  playing. 

Q.  Your  teammates  call  you  "Gillie."  How  did  you 
get  that  nickname? 

A.  Coach  (Kevin)  Steele  started  calling  me  that,  then 
everyone  else  picked  it  up.  It  caught  on  quick. 

Q.  What  is  your  favorite  phrase? 

A.  A  man  told  me  don't  argue  with  a  fool,  because 
people  from  a  distance  can't  tell  who  is  who. 

Q.  Would  you  trade  football  for  any  other  sport? 
Why  or  why  not? 

A.  I  definitely  would  not,  because  there  is  nothing  like 
the  rush  you  get  when  hitting  someone  on  the  field. 

Q.  Who  is  your  role  model  and  why? 

A.  My  dad,  because  he  is  everything  I  want  to  be.  He 
is  a  great  person,  a  great  father,  and  a  great  husband. 

Q.  If  you  had  a  superpower,  what  would  it  be? 

A.  The  ability  to  fly,  because  I  could  pick  off  every  pass 
the  quarterback  throws.

Interview  conducted  by  Chelsea  Earle,  a  junior  from  Easley,  SC 
and  a  student  assistant  in  the  Clemson  Sports  Information  Office. 
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As  an  architect,  James  F.  Barker  is  a  rarity  among 
major  university  presidents  and  he  has  often  won- 
dered why.  He  believes  architecture  is  the  ideal  back- 
ground for  the  challenges  of  university  leadership,  as  it 
strikes  the  right  balance  between  art  and  science,  the 
creative,  and  the  practical. 

"I  often  tell  people  I  learned  everything  from 
plumbing  to  poetry  in  architecture  school,  and  I  use 
every  bit  of  that  knowledge  as  president  of  Clemson 
University,"  Barker  said. 

Add  to  that  his  love  of  sports  and  his  college  expe- 
rience as  a  varsity  athlete  on  Clemson's  track  team,  and 
Barker  is  the  total  package. 

The  1970  Clemson  graduate  became  president 
in  2000  with  a  vision  and  mandate  from  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  lead  Clemson  to  the  top  ranks  of  public 
universities...an  institution  that  attracts  outstanding 
faculty  and  students,  provides  an  unmatched  educa- 
tional experience,  and  helps  drive  innovation  and  eco- 
nomic development  for  the  state. 

During  his  presidency,  the  University  has  har- 
nessed the  competitive,  can-do  spirit  of  the  Clemson 
family  to  help  improve  the  quality  of  a  Clemson  educa- 
tion and  the  value  of  a  Clemson  degree. 

It  has  climbed  from  #39  to  #22  among  public  uni- 
versities in  the  U.S.  News  &  World  Report,  which  also 
recognized  Clemson  in  its  2009  guide  as  an  "up  and 
coming"  institution. 

In  the  last  decade,  Clemson  has  also: 

•  been  granted  a  chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  America's 
oldest  and  most  prestigious  undergraduate  honor 
society  in  the  arts  and  sciences. 

•  been  recognized  for  value  and  affordability  by  Ki- 
plinger's  and  Smart  Money  magazine,  and  twice 
ranked  #1  among  the  "Best  Places  to  Work  in  Aca- 
demia"  by  The  Scientist  magazine. 

•  developed  and  implemented  an  academic  "Road 
Map"  with  eight  emphasis  areas  aligned  with  South 
Carolina's  economic  needs. 

•  created  an  Academic  Success  Center  to  help  under- 
graduates learn  and  succeed.  Retention  rates  for 
freshmen  have  gone  up  and  graduation  rates  have 
risen  from  71  percent  in  2001  to  78  percent  in  2008. 
According  to  the  National  Survey  of  Student  Engage- 
ment, 91  percent  of  Clemson  seniors  would  choose 
Clemson  again. 

•  strengthened  its  cyberinfrastructure  and  informa- 
tion technology  capabilities,  and  connected  to  na- 
tional high-speed  research  networks. 

•  been  ranked  as  high  as  #61  on  the  top-500  list  of  su- 
percomputing  sites. 
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•  launched  major  education  and  research-based  eco- 
nomic initiatives,  including  the  Clemson  University 
International  Center  for  Automotive  Research  (CU- 
ICAR)  in  Greenville,  the  Center  for  Advanced  Materi- 
als in  Anderson  County,  and  the  Clemson  University 
Restoration  Institute  in  North  Charleston,  all  in  con- 
junction with  the  South  Carolina  Centers  of  Econom- 
ic Excellence  program. 

•  developed  an  innovative  undergraduate  research 
program  called  "Creative  Inquiry,"  which  pairs  small 
teams  of  students  with  a  senior  faculty  member  on 
multi-year  voyages  of  discovery. 

•  created  the  Bridge  to  Clemson  program  to  help  stu- 
dents make  the  transition  from  the  state's  technical 
and  community  colleges  to  Clemson. 

•  set  records  for  student  applications  (undergradu- 
ate and  graduate  levels),  private  giving,  external- 
research  support,  and  study-abroad  participation. 

Working  with  state  leaders  and  private  indus- 
try partners,  he  has  steered  Clemson  into  a  greater 
economic  development  role.  The  first  phase  of  the 
CU-ICAR  campus  near  1-85  is  complete  and  graduate 
students  in  automotive  engineering  are  studying  at  its 
Campbell  Graduate  Engineering  Center. 

Leading  the  academic  and  research  program  are 
distinguished  professors  in  endowed  chairs  supported 
by  BMW,  Michelin,  and  Timken.  The  Restoration  Insti- 
tute is  spearheading  research  and  public  education  ef- 
forts to  improve  watershed  management  and  restore 
water  quality  in  the  state. 

He  is  a  leading  voice  in  higher  education,  not  only 
in  the  state  but  nationwide.  He  currently  chairs  the  Di- 
vision I  Committee  o/the  NCAA  BMrd  of  Directors  and 


delivered  a  keynote  address  at  a  symposium  in  Wash- 
ington on  global  best  practices  in  science  &  technol- 
ogy parks.  It  was  sponsored  by  the  U.S.  National  Acad- 
emy of  Sciences  in  cooperation  with  the  Association  of 
University  Research  Parks,  as  his  topic  was  CU-ICAR. 

For  his  leadership,  he  has  received  the  Order  of  the 
Palmetto,  the  state's  highest  civilian  honor,  and  The 
Cliff's  Business  Person-of-the-Year  Award  from  Green- 
ville Magazine.  He  has  also  received  the  James  T. 
Rogers  Meritorious  Service  Award  from  the  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  &  Schools. 

As  Clemson's  president.  Barker  remains  committed 
to  the  classroom.  Each  spring,  he  is  part  of  a  team  that 
teaches  a  course  exploring  "a  sense  of  place"  in  archi- 
tecture, literature,  and  history. 

In  presenting  Barker  with  the  Distinguished  Alum- 
nus Award  in  2005,  Washington  University  Chancellor 
Mark  Wrighton  said,  "James  R  Barker  has  taken  the  ar- 
chitectural skills  and  knowledge  required  to  design  a 
building  and  applied  them  to  the  future  of  a  university. 
His  architect's  vision,  collaborative  instincts,  and  sense 
of  place  are  rapidly  pushing  Clemson  up  through  the 
ranks  of  the  nation's  top  public  universities. 

"He  has  become  a  leader  in  national  academic 
circles  by  creating  a  new  model  of  education,  building 
interdisciplinary  partnerships  among  the  professional 
schools  and  the  basic  curriculum  by  tearing  down  arti- 
ficial walls  between  disciplines." 

A  native  of  Kingsport,  TN,  Barker  earned  his  bache- 
lor of  arts  degree  from  Clemson  in  1970  and  his  master 
of  architecture  &  urban  design  degree  from  Washing- 
ton University  in  1973.  He  and  his  wife  Marcia  have 
two  sons  and  one  grandchild. 
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On  June  30,  2009,  Clemson's  football  staff  moved 
into  the  West  Endzone  at  Memorial  Stadium.  It  was  a 
day  of  physical  exertion  for  a  lot  of  coaches,  but  the 
football  staff  performed  the  strenuous  activity  with 
smiles  on  their  faces  because  the  move  meant  the 
completion  of  Phase  II  of  the  West  Endzone  project, 
which  has  brought  the  Clemson  football  facilities  to 
among  the  best  in  the  nation. 

It  was  also  a  day  that  brought  a  smile  to  the  face 
of  Clemson  Athletic  Director  Terry  Don  Phillips,  who 
had  been  working  toward  that  day  before  he  arrived 
on  campus  seven  years  ago.  The  creation  of  the  West 
Endzone  facility  is  another  in  a  long  line  of  accom- 
plishments for  Phillips  throughout  his  30-year  career 
in  athletic  administration. 

His  vision  was  to  create  a  top-of-the-line  facility 
for  the  football  program,  but  at  the  same  time  have  a 
positive  effect  on  the  total  sports  program.  The  facility 
at  Memorial  Stadium  creates  more  office  space,  new 
locker  rooms,  and  training  room  and  strength  training 
facilities  for  the  Olympic  sports  programs. 

There  have  been  many  facility  and  infrastructure 
enhancements  since  Phillips  came  to  Clemson  and 
they  have  led  to  a  quality  all-around  program.  In 
2008-09,  Clemson  played  in  the  NCAA  Men's  Basket- 
ball Tournament,  the  NCAA  Baseball  Tournament,  and 
a  bowl  game,  one  of  just  13  schools  nationally  to  par- 
ticipate in  all  three.  It  was  also  the  first  time  Clemson 
had  done  that  in  1 1  years. 

The  men's  basketball  program  reached  the  NCAA 
Tournament  for  the  second  straight  year  and  finished 
in  the  top  25  of  the  AP  poll  for  the  second  consecutive 
year,  a  first  in  school  history.  The  rowing  program  had 
a  remarkable  year,  winning  its  first  ACC  title,  and  the 
Varsity  4+  won  the  national  title.  The  volleyball  team 
played  host  to  the  NCAA  Tournament  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row  and  the  women's  tennis  team  finished  in 
the  top  20  (#1 1 )  for  the  seventh  straight  year. 

The  baseball  team  won  an  NCAA  Regional  and 
had  a  #14  final  ranking,  the  golf  team  finished  #6  in 
the  Sagarin  ratings,  and  the  indoor  track  team  finished 
23rd  at  the  NCAA  Championships.  Overall,  six  pro- 
grams earned  NCAA  Tournament  berths. 

Academically,  17  of  the  19  programs  were  above 
the  national  average  for  public  institutions  in  terms 
of  APR  scores.  In  the  2009  spring  semester,  the  19 
programs  had  a  2.97  combined  GPA,  the  highest  on 
record,  and  54  percent  of  the  student-athletes  made 
the  Academic  Honor  Roll. 

These  statistics  and  accomplishments  were  con- 
tributing factors  to  his  selection  as  one  of  the  top- 100 
Most  Influential  Sports  Educators  in  America  in  2008 
by  The  Institute  for  International  Sport  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Rhode  Island.  Its  objective  involved  a  four-year 
process  and  resulted  in  a  list  that  spans  scholars.  Olym- 


pians, coaches,  and  other  industry  leaders  "who  have 
creatively  and  effectively  used  sport  in  the  very  best 
way  as  a  means  to  educate  and  shape  positive  values." 

Phillips' athletic  career  and  academic  pursuits  epit- 
omize that  desire.  Perhaps  still  the  only  Division  I  ath- 
letic director  with  both  a  doctorate  and  law  degree,  he 
uniquely  blends  the  discipline  and  inspiration  created 
on  each  side  of  campus.  In  his  eighth  year  at  Clemson, 
he  has  firmly  put  his  imprint  on  the  University  and  Ti- 
ger athletics  by  creating  a  balanced,  positive  environ- 
ment for  success  that  emphasizes  academic  integrity, 
student-athlete  welfare,  and  competing  at  the  highest 
levels  with  unequivocal  NCAA  compliance. 

Phillips  was  recognized  nationally  for  his  perfor- 
mance at  Clemson  in  2006  when  he  was  honored  by 
the  NACDA  (National  Association  of  Collegiate  Direc- 
tors of  Athletics)  as  the  2005-06  GeneralSports  Turf 
Systems  Athletic  Director-of-the-Year  for  the  South- 
east Region  of  the  FBS.  He  was  one  of  just  four  FBS 
athletic  directors  honored  at  the  annual  convention. 

Excellence  in  academics  has  been  a  constant  on  his 
resume.  He  has  an  undergraduate  degree  from  Arkan- 
sas (1970),  a  master's  degree  from  Virginia  Tech  (1974), 
a  doctorate  degree  from  Virginia  Tech  (1978),  and  a  law 
degree  from  the  University  of  Arkansas  School  of  Law 
(1996).  He  is  a  member  of  the  Arkansas  Bar,  American 
Bar  Association,  and  Sports  Lawyers  Association. 

He  remains  a  classroom  presence  by  teaching  a 
sports  law  section  in  the  Accountancy  &  Legal  Studies 
department.  In  addition,  he  is  past  chair  of  the  NCAA 


Division  I  Infractions  Appeals  Committee.  He  has  writ- 
ten on  diverse  areas,  such  as  antitrust  and  the  NCAA, 
student-athlete  welfare,  alternative  dispute  resolu- 
tion, and  Title  IX.  His  doctoral  dissertation  on  Title  IX 
involved  a  historical  review  of  the  law  and  was  the  first 
national  study  of  Title  IX  implications  on  college  ath- 
letic programs.  This  research  spawned  his  intent  and 
desire  to  study  law. 

Prior  to  coming  to  Clemson,  he  served  as  athletic 
director  at  Oklahoma  State.  Football  was  transformed 
from  a  perennial  losing  status  to  defeating  Oklahoma 
during  five  of  the  eight  years  he  was  associated  with 
Oklahoma  State  (1994-02).  For  this,  he  received  the 
National  Football  Foundation  Oklahoma  Chapter  Out- 
standing Contribution  to  Amateur  Football  Award  in 
2002.  Additionally  in  2006,  he  was  named  one  of  the 
top-25  most  influential  people  in  the  history  of  Okla- 
homa State  Athletics  by  Go  Pokes  Magazine. 

When  it  came  to  success  on  the  field  and  in  the 
classroom,  Oklahoma  State's  programs  were  among 
the  Big  1 2's  best.  The  program  achievements  included 
two  national  titles  in  men's  golf,  a  men's  basketball 
Final  Four  appearance,  two  trips  to  the  men's  College 
World  Series,  1 3  Big  1 2  titles,  and  1 1  individual  nation- 
al champions  along  with  53  academic  Ail-Americans. 
Before  leading  Oklahoma  State,  he  served  as  senior  as- 
sociate athletic  director  at  Arkansas  from  1 988-94. 

Phillips  served  as  athletic  director  at  Liberty  (1 980- 
81)  and  Louisiana-Lafayette  (1983-88).  He  was  an 
assistant  athletic  director  at  Missouri  (1981-83)  and 
began  his  administrative  career  in  1 979  as  an  assistant 
athletic  director  at  Florida. 

He  began  his  career  in  college  athletics  coaching 
football.  He  started  as  a  graduate  assistant  at  Arkansas 
(1 970,71 ).  He  moved  on  to  Virginia  Tech  as  an  assistant 
coach  (1971-78)  before  joining  the  ranks  of  athletic  ad- 
ministration. At  Virginia  Tech,  he  served  on  staffs  that 
included  future  Clemson  Head  Coaches  Charley  Pell 
and  Danny  Ford. 

Winning  has  been  on  Phillips'  resume  since  his 
playing  days  at  Arkansas.  He  lettered  on  three  Frank 
Broyles  teams  (1966,68,69),  where  he  and  his  brother 
Loyd,  an  Outland  Trophy  winner,  were  starting  defen- 
sive tackles,  the  first  brother  combination  to  start  to- 
gether under  Broyles.  Arkansas  had  a  27-5  record  in 
the  three  years,  played  in  two  Sugar  Bowl  games,  and 
played  in  the  memorable  1969  National  Champion- 
ship game  against  Texas. 

Phillips  has  two  children  (John  Dennis,  Sarah-Jane) 
and  three  stepchildren  (Meagan,  a  junior  and  proud 
member  of  Tiger  Band,  Marshall,  Madison).  His  wife 
Tricia  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Missouri  School 
of  Journalism  and  earlier  enjoyed  a  career  in  athletics 
and  development.  She  is  active  in  the  Clemson  and 
Seneca  communities.

Dabo  Swinney  became  Clehison's  interim  head 
coach  on  October  13,  2008  when  Tommy  Bowden 
stepped  down  after  guiding  the  program  for  neariy  10 
seasons.  Then  on  December  1,  2008,  the  "interim"  tag 
was  removed,  as  he  took  over  on  a  full-time  basis  as 
the  Tigers'  25th  head  coach.  The  39-year-old  had  been 
Clemson's  assistant  head  coach  for  two  years  and  had 
been  in  charge  of  the  wide  receivers  since  2003. 

Swinney,  who  had  never  been  a  head  coach  prior 
to  the  2008  season,  led  Clemson  to  a  4-3  record  in 
2008.  That  mark  included  four  victories  in  the  last  five 
regular-season  games,  with  its  only  loss  at  #24  Florida 
State.  That  4-1  record  to  end  the  regular  season  tied 
for  the  best  mark  in  the  ACC.  Four  of  his  six  regular- 
season  opponents  were  later  bowl  participants.  His 
4-3  record  included  a  2-1  road  record,  wins  over  Bos- 
ton College  and  Virginia. 

Swinney  hit  the  ground  running  in  his  first  week 
as  interim  head  coach,  as  he  prepared  for  a  5-1  Geor- 
gia Tech  team.  He  had  to  re-organize  his  staff,  and  re- 
group his  team  and  Clemson  Nation  in  just  five  days. 
While  the  Tigers  lost  by  four  points,  he  accomplished 
many  goals  in  that  first  week  through  his  outstanding 
leadership.  One  of  the  most  impressive  demonstra- 
tions of  unity  came  during  the  team's  "Tiger  Walk." 

Prior  to  the  game  against  the  Yellow  Jackets,  Swin- 
ney decided  to  have  his  team  depart  buses  outside 
the  Lot  5  parking  lot  near  the  WestZone  at  Memorial 
Stadium  and  experience  the  gameday  atmosphere. 
Dressed  in  jackets  and  ties,  the  team  was  embraced 
by  thousands  of  Tiger  fans  who  stood  10  deep  for  the 
200-yard  march  to  the  stadium.  It  was  the  centerpiece 
of  his  "All  In"  theme  in  his  first  week  as  head  coach.  It  is 
a  tradition  that  will  continue  in  the  future. 

In  his  second  week  as  head  coach,  an  off-week,  he 
invited  the  Clemson  student  body  to  a  practice,  and 
nearly  1,000  students  showed  up.  He  spoke  to  the 
group  and  actually  allowed  some  students  to  partici- 
pate during  practice,  as  they  were  selected  to  attempt 
a  field  goal,  punt  against  a  live  rush,  and  field  a  punt. 
He  also  took  the  entire  team  to  the  Greenville  Chil- 
dren's Hospital  for  a  visit  with  young  men  and  women 
fighting  cancer. 

The  Tigers  played  at  Boston  College  in  his  first-ever 
road  game  as  head  coach  on  November  1.  Despite 
committing  four  turnovers  and  trailing  in  the  fourth 
quarter,  his  troops  rallied  for  a  27-21  win,  giving  Clem- 
son its  first  win  over  the  Eagles  since  1958.  It  also  came 
against  the  eventual  ACC  Atlantic  Division  champion. 


The  Tigers  suffered  a  41-27  defeat  at  #24  Florida 
State  a  week  later,  but  they  rebounded  to  trounce 
Duke  31-7  at  Memorial  Stadium  by  outgaining  the 
Blue  Devils  466-168  under  Swinney,  who  also  served 
as  offensive  coordinator  during  the  second  half  of 
2008.  Clemson  showed  its  road  prowess  the  following 
weekend  by  claiming  a  1 3-3  victory  at  Virginia. 

Rival  South  Carolina  awaited  for  the  final  regular- 
season  game.  Against  one  of  the  SEC's  best  defenses, 
the  Tigers  used  a  balanced  attack  (184  rushing  yards, 
199  passing  yards)  to  top  the  Gamecocks  31-14  at 
Memorial  Stadium.  Clemson  also  had  four  intercep- 
tions against  Steve  Spurrier's  offense  and  held  it  to  just 
22-47  passing  for  212  yards.  The  following  week,  the 
Tigers  accepted  an  invitation  to  play  in  the  Gator  Bowl 
against  Nebraska,  a  game  in  which  the  Cornhuskers 
were  victorious  by  a  score  of  26-2 1 . 

The  1993  Alabama  graduate  joined  the  Clemson 
staff  prior  to  the  2003  season.  In  his  six  years,  the  Ti- 
gers have  finished  in  the  top  25  of  the  final  polls  three 
times  and  totaled  10  wins  over  top-25  teams,  includ- 
ing victories  over  Florida  State  (4),  Miami  (FL)  (1),  and 
Tennessee  (1 ),  during  his  tenure  in  Tigertown. 

Swinney  coached  his  wide  receiver  position  to  a 
level  of  consistency  that  had  not  been  seen  previously 


at  Clemson.  He  had  a  wideout  finish  first  or  second  in 
the  ACC  in  catches  each  of  the  last  five  years.  In  his  first 
year,  he  had  three  of  the  top-10  receivers  in  the  ACC,  a 
first  in  Tiger  history.  He  coached  a  First-Team  AII-ACC 
wideout  every  year  from  2004-07  (three  different  play- 
ers), also  an  unprecedented  feat  at  Clemson. 

In  2004  and  2005,  he  coached  the  ACC  recep- 
tion champion  (Airese  Currie  (2004),  Chansi  Stuckey 
(2005)).  It  was  the  first  time  Clemson  had  two  differ- 
ent players  lead  the  ACC  in  receptions  in  consecutive 
years.  In  2007,  Aaron  Kelly  led  the  ACC  in  yards,  giving 
Swinney  an  ACC  receiving  king  three  out  of  four  years. 
Stuckey  earned  First-Team  AII-ACC  honors  in  back-to- 
back  years,  a  first  for  a  Tiger  wideout  in  25  years.  He  is 
now  one  of  the  top  wideouts  for  the  New  York  Jets. 

The  play  of  Swinney's  wide  receivers  was  a  big 
reason  Clemson  led  the  ACC  in  total  offense,  rushing 
offense,  and  scoring  offense  during  the  2006  season, 
just  the  second  time  an  ACC  team  led  the  conference 
in  all  three  categories  during  the  previous  25  seasons. 
The  Tigers  also  led  the  league  and  set  school  records 
for  yards  per  -^^^i^^^::. 
ptay  (6.5)  and 
touchdowns 
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In  2007,  he  coached  Kelly,  a  First-Team  AII-ACC  se- 
lection who  led  the  league  in  receiving  yards  per  game 
and  touchdown  catches  (11).  He  also  finished  second 
in  receptions  per  game  with  a  school-record  88  catch- 
es, tied  for  the  second-highest  total  in  ACC  history.  His 
1 1  touchdown  catches  were  a  Tiger  record  as  well. 

Kelly  is  Clemson's  and  the  ACC's  career  reception 
leader  with  232  catches.  He  also  owns  the  school 
touchdown  reception  record  with  20.  The  previous  re- 
cord of  18  was  held  by  Glenn  Smith,  who  established 
the  record  in  1951 . 

The  Alabama  native  has  a  reputation  as  one  of  the 
top  recruiters  in  the  nation.  In  2006,  he  was  listed  as 
the  fifth-best  recruiter  in  the  nation  by  Rivals.com.  It 
marked  the  second  straight  year  that  he  was  lauded  by 
the  website  as  a  top-25  national  recruiter.  He  signed 
38  players  in  his  five  recruiting  seasons  and  was  a  ma- 
jor reason  Clemson's  2008  recruiting  class  was  rated  #2 
in  the  nation  by  ESPN.com  when  he  signed  1 1  players. 
He  was  named  one  of  the  top-25  recruiters  in  the  na- 
tion by  Rivals.com  in  2007  as  well. 

When  Swinney  accepted  the  interim  head  coach- 
ing position  on  October  13,  2008,  he  described  his 
feelings  as  "bittersweet"  because  he  was  taking  over 
for  Bowden,  who  had  been  his  first  position  coach  at 
Alabama  in  1989.  He  had  also  brought  Swinney  back 
to  the  coaching  profession  in  2003  and  has  had  a 
profound  effect  on  his  life.  Both  had  followed  similar 
paths  as  players,  as  Bowden  was  a  walk-on  at  West  Vir- 
ginia and  Swinney  was  a  walk-on  at  Alabama. 

Swinney  received  a  commerce  &  business  admin- 
istration degree  from  Alabama  in  1993  after  lettering 
three  times  (1990-92).  A  walk-on  who  went  on  to 
earn  a  scholarship,  Swinney  was  a  wide  receiver  on 
Alabama's  1 992  National  Championship  team.  He  was 
"  also  named  Academic  All-SEC  along  with  being  an  SEC 
Scholar-Athlete  Honor  Roll  member  in  1 990  and  1 992. 

Along  with  his  appearance  in  the  1 993  Sugar  Bowl, 
his  Alabama  teams  played  in  the  1990  Sugar  Bowl, 
1991  Fiesta  Bowl,  and  1991  Blockbuster  Bowl.  Both 
Sugar  Bowl  appearances  came  after  winning  the  SEC 
Championship  game. 

After  his  playing  career,  Swinney  served  as  a  grad- 
uate assistant  coach  from  1993-95  at  Alabama,  where 
he  coached  in  the  1994  Gator  Bowl  and  1995  Citrus 
Bowl.  In  December  of  1 995,  he  received  a  master's  de- 
gree in  business  administration  from  Alabama. 


He  became  a  full-time  assistant  coach  at  Alabama 
in  February  of  1996  under  Head  Coach  Gene  Stallings 
and  coached  a  total  of  five  seasons  there  on  a  full-time 
basis.  He  was  assigned  to  coach  the  Crimson  Tide's 
wide  receivers  and  tight  ends  in  1996,  a  season  that 
saw  Alabama  win  the  SEC  Western  Division  title  and 
make  an  Outback  Bowl  appearance.  The  following 
year,  he  solely  coached  the  tight  ends  under  Head 
Coach  Mike  DuBose. 

In  1998,  he  coached  Alabama's  wide  receivers,  a 
position  he  held  for  three  seasons.  At  the  end  of  the 
1 999  campaign,  Swinney  coached  the  Crimson  Tide  in 
the  2000  Orange  Bowl  after  winning  the  SEC  Champi-

onshlp  game.  Wide  receiver  Freddie  Milons  was  the 
game  MVP. 

Since  1997,  he  has  had  17  former  players  either 
drafted  or  sign  free-agent  contracts  with  NFL  teams. 
The  list  includes  Currie,  Derrick  Hamilton,  Kevin 
Youngblood,  Stuckey,  and  Milons,  an  All-American 
who  is  still  second  in  career  receptions  at  Alabama. 

During  his  time  at  Alabama,  Swinney  was  a  part 
of  six  teams  with  at  least  10  wins,  five  top-10  fin- 
ishes, one  national  title  (1992),  three  SEC  champion- 
ships (1989,92,99),  and  five  SEC  Western  Division 
titles  (1 992,93,94,96,99)  as  a  player  and  coach.  He  has 
coached  the  #2  receiver  at  Alabama  (Milons)  along 
with  the  #1  (Kelly)  and  #2  (Hamilton)  receivers  in  Tiger 
history. 

From  April  of  2001  through  February  of  2003, 
Swinney  was  in  private  business  in  Alabama.  He  mar- 
ried the  former  Kathleen  Bassett  in  1994.  They  have 
three  sons.  Will  (11),  Drew  (9),  and  Clay  (6).

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Clemson's  Memorial  Stadium  has  been  held  in  high 
esteem  for  many  years.  Whether  it  be  players  from  the 
1 940s  and  1 950s,  opposing  players  from  the  1 970s  and 
1980s,  or  even  professional  players  in  the  1990s,  the 
ambiance  of  this  special  setting  is  what  college  football 
is  all  about. 

The  storied  edifice  added  to  its  legend  when  the  first 
meeting  of  father  and  son  head  coaches  (Bowden  Bowl 
I)  took  place  before  a  sellout  crowd  of  more  than  86,000 
fans  in  1999.  Clemson  has  been  in  the  top  20  in  the 
nation  in  attendance  28  straight  seasons.  A  crowd  has 
exceeded  80,000  fans  55  times  since  the  1 983  season.  In 
2008,  Clemson  was  1 8th  in  the  nation  in  average  home 
attendance  with  its  79,1 64  average. 

The  facility's  mystique  is  derived  from  its  many  tradi- 
tions, which  date  to  its  opening  in  1 942,  the  legendary 
games  and  players,  and  Clemson's  corresponding  rate  of 


success.  Clemson  has  won  245  games  in  67  years  there 
and  has  won  over  71  percent  of  the  games  (245-96-7). 

The  stadium  has  definitely  been  good  to  theTigers, 
but  it  was  constructed  against  the  advice  of  at  least  one 
coach.  Just  before  Head  Coach  Jess  Neely  left  for  Rice 
after  the  1 939  season,  he  gave  Clemson  a  message. 

"Don't  ever  let  them  talk  you  into  building  a  big 
stadium,"  he  said.  "Put  about  10,000  seats  behind  the 
YIVICA,  That's  all  you'll  ever  need." 

Instead  of  following  Neely'sadvice,  however,  Clem- 
son officials  decided  to  build  the  new  stadium  in  a  valley 
on  the  western  part  of  campus.  The  place  took  some 
clearing,  as  there  were  many  trees,  but  luckily  there  were 
no  hedges. 

The  crews  went  to  work,  clearing,  cutting,  pouring, 
and  forming.  Finally  on  September  1 9, 1 942,  IVIemorial 
Stadium  opened  with  Clemson  defeating  Presbyterian

32-13.  Those  20,000  seats  installed  for  Opening  Day 
would  soon  grow. 

When  the  original  part  of  the  stadium  was  built 
in  the  early  1940s,  much  of  the  work  was  done  by 
scholarship  athletes,  including  many  football  players. 
The  first  staking  out  of  the  stadium  was  done  by  two 
members  of  the  football  team,  A.N.  Cameron  and  Hugh 
Webb.  Webb  returned  to  Clemson  years  later  to  be  an 
architecture  professor  and  Cameron  went  on  to  become 
a  civil  engineer  in  Louisiana. 

The  building  of  the  stadium  did  not  proceed  without 
problems.  One  day  during  the  clearing  of  the  land,  a 
young  player  proudly  announced  that  he  was  not  allergic 
to  poison  oak.  He  then  proceeded  to  attack  the  poison 
oak  with  a  swing  blade,  throwing  the  plants  to  and  fro.

The  next  day,  the  boy  was  swollen  twice  his  size  and 
was  hospitalized. 

There  are  many  other  stories  about  the  stadium, 
including  one  that  Frank  Howard  put  a  chew  of  tobacco 
in  each  corner  as  the  concrete  poured. 

Howard  said  that  the  seeding  of  the  grass  caused  a 
few  problems.  "About  40  people  and  I  laid  sod  on  the 
field,"  he  said.  "After  three  weeks  on  July  1 5,  we  had  only 
gotten  halfway  through. 

"I  told  them  that  it  had  taken  us  three  weeks  to  get 
that  far,  and  I  would  give  them  three  more  weeks'pay  for 
however  long  it  took.  I  also  told  them  we  would  have  50 
gallons  of  ice  cream  when  we  got  through.  After  that, 
it  took  them  three  days  to  do  the  rest  of  the  field.  Then 
we  sat  down  in  the  middle  of  the  field  and  ate  up  that 
whole  50  gallons." 

Howard  said  that  on  the  day  of  the  first  game  in  the 
stadium,  "the  gates  were  hung  at  1:00  and  we  played 
at  2:00."  But  that  would  be  all  of  the  construction  for  a 
while.  Then  in  1 958, 1 8,000  sideline  seats  were  added, 
and  in  1950,  5,658  west  endzone  seats  were  added 
in  response  to  increasing  attendance.  With  the  large 
east  endzone  ("Green  Grass"  section),  this  expansion 
increased  capacity  to  53,000. 

Later,  upper  decks  were  added  to  each  side  of  the 
stadium  as  crowds  swelled  -  the  first  in  1978  and  the 
second  in  1983.  It  increased  capacity  to  over  80,000, 
which  makes  it  one  of  the  nation's  largest  on-campus 
stadiums.  In  2006,  the  WestZone  was  added,  an  area 
that  contains  locker  rooms  and  a  luxury  club  level  that 
holds  1,000  seats. 

Theeffectthat  inflation  has  had  can  bedramatically 
seen  in  the  differences  in  stadium  construction.  The 
original  part  of  Memorial  Stadium  was  built  at  a  cost  of 
only  $  1 25,000,  or  $6.25  per  seat.  The  stadium's  newest 
upper  deck  was  finished  in  1983  at  a  cost  of  $13.5  mil- 
lion, or  $866  per  seat. 

Through  the  years.  Memorial  Stadium  has  become 
known  as  "Death  Valley."  It  was  tagged  by  the  late 
Presbyterian  Coach  Lonnie  McMillan.  After  bringing 
his  teams  to  Clemson  for  years  and  getting  whipped.

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What  has  been  described  as,  "the  most  exciting  25 
seconds  in  college  football  from  a  color  and  pageantry 
standpoint,"  actually  started  out  as  a  matter-of-fact 
entrance,  mainly  because  of  necessity. 

The  first  20,000  seats  in  Memorial  Stadium  were 
built  and  ready  for  use  before  the  1 942  season,  less  than 
a  year  after  Pearl  Harbor  was  bombed  and  the  United 
States  was  drawn  into  World  War  II. 


The  shortest  entry  into  Memorial  Stadium  was  a 
short  walk  down  Williamson  Road  from  Fike  Fieldhouse's 
dressing  rooms  to  a  gate  at  the  top  of  the  Hill,  which 
is  located  behind  the  east  endzone.  There  were  no 
dressing  facilities  inside  the  west  endzone  of  Memorial 
Stadium. ..there  was  only  a  giant  clock,  where  the  hands 
turned,  and  a  scoreboard  that  was  operated  manually 
by  hand. 


The  team  would  dress  at  Fike,  walk  down  William- 
son Road,  come  in  the  gate  underneath  where  the 
scoreboard  now  stands,  and  jog  down  the  Hill  for  its 
warmup  exercises.  There  was  no  fanfare,  no  cannon 
shot  fired,  no  Tiger  Paw  flag,  no  "Tiger  Rag"played...just 
the  team  making  its  entrance  and  lining  up  to  do  the 
side-straddle  hop. 

That  is  pretty  much  the  way  things  went  for  the  next 
25  years. 

Either  in  1 954  or  1 955,  S.C.  Jones,  a  member  of  the 
class  of  1919,  made  a  trip  to  California.  He  stopped  at 
a  spot  in  Death  Valley,  CA  and  picked  up  a  white  flint 
rock.  He  presented  it  to  Head  Coach  Frank  Howard 
as  being  from  Death  Valley,  California  to  Death  Valley, 
South  Carolina. 

The  rock  laid  on  the  floor  in  Howard's  office  in  Fike 
Fieldhouse  for  years.  One  day,  he  was  cleaning  up 
his  office  and  told  Gene  Willimon,  who  was  executive 
secretary  of  IPTAY,  to  "take  this  rock  and  throw  it  over 
the  fence  or  out  in  the  ditch...do  something  with  it,  but 
get  it  out  of  my  office!" 

Willimon  did  not  think  that  was  the  way  a  rock 
should  be  treated.  After  all,  it  had  been  brought  3,000 
miles  by  a  very  sincere  Clemson  fan. 

By  the  mid-1 960s,  Memorial  Stadium  was  living  up 
to  its  moniker  ("Death  Valley")  because  of  the  number 
of  Tiger  wins  that  had  been  recorded  there.  Actually, 
the  name  was  first  used  by  Lonnie  McMillan,  head  coach 
at  Presbyterian  during  the  1940s. 

McMillan  and  the  other  Blue  Hose  coaches  before 
him  used  to  open  each  season  by  playing  at  Clemson. 
Seldom  scoring  (24  shutouts  in  39  games),  and  with  only 
three  victories  and  four  ties  to  show  for  it,  his  teams  were 
getting  "killed"  by  theTigers  regularly.  In  1948,  McMillan 
made  the  comment  to  the  press  that  he  was  taking  his 
team  to  play  Clemson  in  "Death  Valley." 

An  occasional  reference  to  Memorial  Stadium 
by  that  name  could  be  heard  for  the  next  four  years, 
but  when  Howard  started  calling  it  "Death  Valley"  in 
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the  1950s,  the  name  took  off  like  wildfire.  Clemson 
celebrated  its  67th  year  in  the  "Valley"  in  2008. 

But  getting  back  to  Howard's  Rock. 

The  Rock  was  mounted  on  a  pedestal  at  the  top  of 
the  Hill  on  the  east  side  of  the  stadium.  It  was  unveiled 
September  24, 1 965  when  Clemson  played  Virginia.  The 
Tigers  were  down  18  points  with  17  minutes  left  and 
came  back  to  win  40-35  on  a  65-yard  pass  from  Jimmy 
Addison  to  Jacky  Jackson  in  the  fourth  quarter.  That 
was  quite  a  debut  for  the  Rock. 

The  team  members  started  rubbing  the  Rock  prior 
to  running  down  the  Hill  on  September  23, 1967,  a  day 
when  Clemson  defeated  Wake  Forest  by  a  score  of  23- 
6. 

Prior  to  running  down  the  Hill  that  day,  Howard  told 
his  players,  "If  you're  going  to  give  me  1 1 0  percent,  you 
can  rub  that  Rock.  If  you're  not,  keep  your  filthy  hands 
off  it." 

Howard  told  of  the  incident  during  the  following 
day  on  his  television  show,  and  the  story  became  leg- 
end. 

When  Hootie  Ingram  succeeded  Howard  as  head 
coach  prior  to  the  1 970  campaign,  Ingram  decided  that 
the  team  would  make  its  final  entrance  on  the  field  out 
of  the  dressing  room  in  the  west  endzone.  In  all  home 
games  during  the  1970  and  1971  seasons  and  the  first 
four  games  of  1 972  when  the  Tigers  did  not  run  down 
the  Hill,  their  combined  record  was  6-9. 

The  team  decided  It  wanted  to  come  down  the  Hill 
once  prior  to  the  South  Carolina  contest  during  the 
1972  season.  The  result.  In  a  cold,  freezing  rain,  was 
a  7-6  victory  when  Jimmy  Williamson  knocked  down 
a  two-point  conversion  attempt,  which  preserved  the 
narrow  win. 

The  Tigers  have  made  the  entrance  for  every  home 
game  since  1942,  except  for  the  seasons  mentioned 
above  (333  times  entering  the  2009  season). 


After  final  warmups,  the  team  gathers  back  in  its 
dressing  room  under  the  west  endzone  stands  for  its 
final  game  instructions.  Approximately  10  minutes 
prior  to  kickoff,  the  team  boards  three  buses,  rides 
around  behind  the  north  stands  to  the  east  endzone, 
and  disembarks  to  the  top  of  the  Hill  behind  Howard's 
Rock. 

At  the  appointed  time,  the  cannon  booms,  and  led 
by  a  giant  Tiger  Paw  flag,  the  band  forms  two  lines  for 
the  team  to  run  between  and  strikes  up"Tiger  Rag".. .the 
frenzy  starts  in  all  sincerity  and  usually  lasts  for  three 
hours. 

It  is  a  tradition  that  has  inspired  Clemson  players  for 
many  years.

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For  the  first  time  in  Clemson  football  history,  the 
everyday  activities  for  the  football  program  have 
moved  to  Memorial  Stadium.  On  July  1,  2009,  Tiger 
coaches  moved  into  new  offices  in  the  WestZone  of 
Memorial  Stadium.  A  month  later,  the  team  made  the 
locker  room  in  Death  Valley  its  full-time  facility. 

Additionally,  a  new  equipment  facility,  athletic 
training  facility,  and  strength  training  facility  opened 
with  all  the  modern  conveniences  of  an  NFL  franchise's 
facility. 

The  new  facility  is  142,000  square  feet,  which  adds 
over  50,000  square  feet  to  previous  facilities  in  the  Jer- 


vey  Athletic  Center.  It  includes  a  two-floor  strength 
training  facility  that  is  14,000  square  feet,  among  the 
largest  dedicated  solely  for  football  in  the  nation. 

"The  motto  for  our  program  since  I  became  head 
coach  is 'All-in',"  said  Head  Coach  Dabo  Swinney.  "This 
facility  shows  any  Clemson  football  player,  recruit,  or 
supporter  that  our  University  is 'All-in' with  this  football 
program.  The  facility  is  among  the  best  in  the  nation 
and  allows  our  student-athletes  to  develop  and  be- 
come the  best  they  can  be." 

The  equipment  room  has  been  expanded  to  include, 
among  other  items,  new  offices  and  a  new  laundry  room 


that  encompasses  approximately  6,000  square  feet  of 
space.  The  football  staff  offices  and  meeting  rooms 
are  composed  of  approximately  4,000  square  feet  of 
existing  space  and  more  than  18,000  squarefeet  of  new 
space. 

The  facility  includes  offices  for  the  head  coach, 
assistant  coaches,  and  support  staff  along  with  position 
meeting  rooms  and  a  1 50-seat  auditorium  with  a  sloped 
floor  and  theater  seating. 

The  training  room,  located  on  the  north  side  of 
the  home  team's  locker  room,  is  expanded  to  include  a 
new  hydrotherapy  room,  new  offices,  and  examination

The  training  room  occupies  about  5,200  square 
feet  of  space  as  well. 

The  level-three  concourse  has  been  expanded  with 
the  addition  of  the  football  offices.  This  space,  the 
roof  of  the  new  football  offices,  is  utilized  for  gameday 
marketing  activities  and  to  provide  fans  additional 
space  to  gather  inside  the  stadium. 

Clemson  is  committed  to  building  a  model  sports 
program  -  one  that  propels  our  university  into  achieving 
and  maintaining  national  athletic  rankings  that  riva 
our  competitors.  TheWestZone  project  is  a  major  step 
forward  in  building  a  total  sports  program. 

in  order  to  be  a  consistent  contender  at  the  highest 
level  of  competition,  Clemson  must  recruit  the  best 
student-athletes  in  the  nation  -  student-athletes  who 
can  compete  both  academically  and  athletically.  The 
nation's  best  recruits  are  impressed  by  superior  facilities, 
top  coaches,  and  a  strong  sense  of  excitement  along 
with  school  spirit.  They  desire  an  environment  in  which 
they  will  have  a  positive,  nurturing  experience. 

It  is  not  a  coincidence  that  the  quality  of  Clemson's 
recruiting  classes  has  improved  dramatically  since  the 
WestZone  project  began  in  2004. 

Coaching  is  the  most  critical  component  of  such  an 
environment.  An  outstanding  coach  can  sometimes 
transform  meager  resources  into  a  good  program,  but 
the  greatest  success  comes  when  top-quality  coaching 


combined  with  top-quality  facilities  allows  that  coach 
to  recruit  successfully  on  a  consistent  and  continuing 
basis. 

Former  Clemson  running  back  James  Davis, 
the  2005  ACC  Rookie-of-the-Year,  stated  that  one 
of  the  biggest  contributing  factors  in  deciding  on 
Clemson  was  the  University's  commitment 
to  upgrading  facilities.  "Does  Clemson  want 
to  be  a  championship  program?"asked  Davis 
when  he  was  considering  Clemson.  "The 
WestZone  (initiative)  showed  me  that  it 
does!" 

Building  success  requires  building  for 
success.  While  the  WestZone  is  located  in 
Memorial  Stadium,  the  completed  project 
will  provide  resources  for  Clemson's  total 
sports  program,  permitting  all  Tiger  teams 
and  athletes  to  compete  with  the  nation's 
best.  Moving  all  football  operations  to 


the  WestZone  has  opened  up  space  in  the  Jervey 
and  McFadden  buildings  for  the  other  18  Clemson 
sports  to  improve  their  facilities  for  recruiting,  and 
have  more  office,  training,  conditioning,  and  sports 
medicine  space.  This  will  greatly  enhance  the  overall 
performance,  both  on  and  off  the  field  of  competition, 
for  all  19  sports. 

A  look  to  Clemson's  history  shows  the  importance 
infrastructure  enhancements  have  on  the  football  pro- 
gram. The  following  chart  summarizes  the  relation- 
ship.

Joey  Batson  is  in  his  24th  year  as  a  strength  &  condition- 
ing coach  at  the  collegiate  level  and  13th  year  as  director  of 
strength  &  conditioning  at  Clennson.  He  has  served  as  a  head 
strength  &  conditioning  coach  20  of  his  24  years  of  service. 

Batson  was  named  master  strength  &  conditioning  coach 
by  the  Collegiate  Strength  &  Conditioning  Coaches  Association 
(CSCCA)  in  May  of  2009.  This  honor  is  the  highest  given  in  the 
strength  &  conditioning  coaching  profession.  Batson  was  pre- 
sented with  a  blue  MSCC  jacket  on  May  7,  2009. 

Batson  has  had  a  strong  impact  on  the  Clemson  program 
since  he  became  director  in  1997.

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Wake  Forest  Institute  was  founded  in  1834  by  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  The  school 
opened  its  doors  on  February  3  with  Samuel  Wait  as 
principal.  Classes  were  first  held  in  a  farmhouse  on 
the  Calvin  Jones  plantation  in  Wake  County,  NC,  near 
which  the  village  of  Wake  Forest  later  developed. 

Re-chartered  in  1838  as  Wake  Forest  College,  Wake 
Forest  is  one  of  the  oldest  institutions  of  higher  learn- 
ing in  the  state.  The  School  of  Law  was  established  in 
1894,  followed  by  a  two-year  medical  school  in  1902. 
Wake  Forest  was  exclusively  a  college  for  men  until 
World  War  II,  when  women  were  admitted  for  the  first 
time. 

The  move  to  Winston-Salem  took  place  in  the 
summer  of  1956.  The  original,  or  "old"  campus,  is  now 
home  to  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary. 
Following  the  move.  Wake  Forest  grew  considerably  in 
enrollment  programs  and  stature  and  became  a  uni- 
versity in  1 967. 

The  School  of  Business  Administration,  first  es- 
tablished in  1948,  was  named  the  Charles  H.  Babcock

As  an  assistant  professor  of  landscape  architecture, 
Victoria  Chanse  recognizes  that  no  environment  is 
independent  of  its  inhabitants  —  human,  animal  or 
plant  —  or  of  its  physical,  political  and  economic 
climate.  Her  interdisciplinary  view  is  a  perfect  fit  with 
Clemson  University's  Restoration  Institute,  which  focuses 
on  sustainable  solutions  to  benefit  neighborhoods. 

Barely  a  mile  from  the  North  Charleston  institute,  she 
and  her  students  are  confronting  serious  socioeconomic 
challenges  and  helping  to  revitalize  an  underserved 
neighborhood.

positive  impact. 

"Immersion  in  quality-of-life  issues  helps  students  see 
the  crucial  importance  of  participatory  design,"  she 
explains.  "They  learn  how  to  listen,  and  they  grasp  what 
it  means  to  give  voice  and  form  to  a  site's  stakeholders." 

Another  component  of  the  service-learning  project  is  the 
opportunity  to  give  back  to  the  neighborhood.  "Landscape 
architects  use  what  we  know  to  help  others  envision  new 
solutions  to  old  problems,"  says  Chanse.  "What's  more 
rewarding  than  that?"

Thomas  Green  Clemson  believed  that  South  Caro- 
lina needed  an  institution  of  higher  education  dedi- 
cated to  science  and  agriculture.  With  his  belief  came 
the  foundation  that  was  laid  for  Clemson  Agricultural 
College.  On  April  6,  1 888,  Thomas  Clemson  died,  leav- 
ing most  of  his  estate  to  the  state  of  South  Carolina 
v\/ith  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  college  that  would 
teach  scientific  agriculture  and  the  mechanical  arts  to 
the  young  people  of  South  Carolina. 

The  college  formally  opened  its  doors  in  1 893  with 
an  enrollment  of  446  students.  As  an  all-male  military 
school,  it  quickly  became  recognized  across  the  nation 
as  an  important  part  of  the  national  system  of  state 
universities  and  land-grant  colleges.  In  1955,  Clemson 
became  a  civilian  co-educational  college.  As  the  school 
expanded  its  academic  offerings  and  research  pursuits, 
the  state  legislature  renamed  it  Clemson  University  in 
1964. 

Today,  the  University  is  much  more  than  Thomas 
Clemson  could  have  ever  envisioned.  The  campus  is 
located  on  1 ,400  acres  of  beautiful  rolling  hills  on  what 
once  was  the  plantation  of  former  U.S.  Vice  President

Clemson  has  developed 
one  of  the  best  automated  placement  systems  in  the 
country,  allowing  students  to  research  employers  and 
sign  up  for  interviews  from  any  mainframe  computer 
terminal  on  campus. 

The  Princeton  Review  ranked  Clemson  students  the 
nation's  #1  "Happiest  Student  Body"  in  2008. 
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Since  its  inception  in  1991,  tlie  Student-Athlete 
Enrichment  Programs  have  provided  student-athletes 
a  continued  commitment  to  excellence.  Our  approach 
is  to  address  the  total  student-athlete,  and  we  are  com- 
mitted to  coaching  our  student-athletes  to  success  in 
the  academic,  personal  growth,  career,  and  community 
service  arenas. 

As  an  original  member  of  the  NCAA  CHAMPS/Life 
Skills  Program,  we  provide  opportunities  and  services 
to  address  the  changing  needs  and  skills  of  student- 
athletes  during  college  and  after  graduation.  This 
program  was  selected  for  the  FBS  Athletic  Director's 
Association  "Program  of  Excellence"  Award,  a  lifetime 
award  recognizing  CHAMPS/Life  Skills  excellence. 

Clemson's  commitment  to  provide  its  student- 
athletes  with  the  best  facilities  is  evident  in  many  ways. 
From  the  soaring  upper  decks  of  Memorial  Stadium 
and  the  beautiful  WestZone,  to  the  "New  Littlejohn 
Coliseum,"  to  the  state-of-the-art  strength  training 


facility,  young  men  and  women  from  all  of  Clemson's 
intercollegiate  varsity  sports  have  the  best  in  facilities 
for  both  training  and  competition. 

The  Student-Athlete  Enrichment  Programs  are 
housed  inVickery  Hall,  located  inthecenter  of  campus. 
The  $3-million  structure  is  as  impressive  aesthetically  as 
other  athletic  facilities.  It  recently  underwent  $300,000 
in  renovations  to  further  assist  our  student-athletes  in 
the  classroom.  But  the  importance  of  Vickery  Hall  to 
our  student-athletes  is  not  found  in  the  structure  itself 
but  in  the  many  programs  that  the  building  houses. 

Vickery  Hall  opened  in  the  fall  of  1991  and  was  the 
firstfacility  in  the  country  constructed  solely  to  provide 
academic  support  to  student-athletes.  The  two-story, 
27,000  square-foot  building  is  open  all  day  and  into  the 
evening  hours  to  accommodate  the  student-athletes' 
extended  schedules. 

Vickery  Hall  programs  are  dedicated  to  providing 
a  holistic,  educational  experience  by  inspiring  an  envi- 


ronment of  respect,  integrity,  and  excellence.  Through 
these  services,  Vickery  Hall  guides  and  encourages  each 
individual  to  reach  his  or  her  full  potential  as  a  student, 
athlete,  and  citizen. 

Academic  Commitment 

Clemson's  19  sports  programs  had  an  overall  GPA 
of  2.97  for  the  2009  spring  semester,  the  highest  on  re- 
cord. Additionally,  242  of  the  448  student-athletes  (54 
percent)  were  named  to  the  Academic  Honor  Roll  (3.0 
GPA  or  better).  That  is  a  record  for  the  highest  percent- 
age of  student-athletes  on  the  Academic  Honor  Roll 
for  one  semester. 

The  Tiger  football  team  had  a  record  44  of  its  96 
student-athletes  earn  a  3.0  GPA  or  better.  The  previous 
record  was  41  during  the  fall  of  2000.  The  team  GPA  in 
Dabo  Swinney's  first  full  semester  as  head  coach  was 
2.61,  the  second-highest  team  GPA  on  record.

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demic  Honor  Roll  included  starters  Kevin  Alexander, 
Thomas  Austin,  Da'Quan  Bowers,  Mason  Cloy,  Rashaad 
Jackson,  Jimmy  Maners,  Brandon  Maye,  Akeem  Robin- 
son, and  Ricky  Sapp.  Thirteen  of  the  players  on  the  ros- 
ter made  the  Dean's  List  (3.50  to  3.99  GPA),  including 
Austin,  a  starting  offensive  guard,  and  Maye,  a  starting 
linebacker.  Both  are  returning  AII-ACC  Academic  play- 
ers. Maners  received  an  ACC  Postgraduate  Scholarship 
and  was  inducted  into  Clemson's  initial  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
class  in  2008  as  well. 

The  Clemson  football  program  had  the  most  Aca- 
demic Honor  Roll  members  (44),  seven  more  than  the 
rowing  program.  It  marked  the  first  time  since  the 
spring  of  2002  that  the  football  team  had  the  depart- 
ment's most  Academic  Honor  Roll  members. 

Clemson  had  five  student-athletes  on  the  AII-ACC 
Academic  team  in  2008,  including  C.J.  Spiller,  who  was 
First-Team  AII-ACC  on  the  field  and  in  the  classroom. 
He  made  the  Dean's  List  in  the  first  semester  with  a  3.5 
GPA.  He  also  became  the  first  running  back  in  Tiger 
history  to  earn  First-Team  AII-ACC  honors  on  the  field 
and  in  the  classroom  in  the  same  academic  year. 

Athletic  Commitment 

It  was  a  noteworthy  year  for  Clemson  athletics  in 
2008-09.  From  a  team  standpoint  in  the  high-profile 
sports  of  football,  basketball,  and  baseball,  Clemson 
played  in  a  bowl  game,  the  NCAA  Men's  Basketball 
Tournament,  and  the  NCAA  Baseball  Tournament  in 
the  same  year  for  the  first  time  since  the  1997-98  aca- 


demic year.  It  was  just  the  eighth  time  In  history  that 
it  played  in  all  three  major  postseason  events  in  the 
same  academic  year,  as  Clemson  was  one  of  just  13 
schools  to  do  so. 

Clemson  received  team  bids  to  NCAA  Tourna- 
ments in  women's  volleyball,  men's  basketball,  wom- 
en's tennis,  rowing,  men's  golf,  and  baseball,  and  the 
Tigers  were  ranked  in  the  top  25  of  the  final  polls  in 
men's  basketball,  women's  tennis,  rowing,  men's  golf, 
men's  indoor  track  &  field,  and  baseball. 

It  was  a  landmark  year  for  the  Tiger  rowing  pro- 


gram. Richard  Ruggieri  led  Clemson  to  a  team  bid  in 
the  NCAA  Championships  for  the  first  time  and  the 
varsity  4-i-  boat  won  the  national  title. 

There  were  many  remarkable  individual  perfor- 
mances as  well.  In  addition  to  the  women  in  the  Na- 
tional Championship  varsity  4-i-  boat  (Allison  Colberg, 
Callen  Erdeky,  Lydia  Hassell,  Kelly  Murphy,  Meredith 
Razzolini),  Jacoby  Ford  won  the  NCAA  title  in  the  60m 
indoors.  Kyle  Stanley  won  the  Ben  Hogan  Award  as 
the  nation's  top  golfer  and  finished  second  at  the 
NCAA  Championships. 
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Clemson  University  is  defined  by  its  "determined 
spirit"  —  the  shared  sense  that  drives  our  progress, 
unites  us  as  a  family  and  pushes  us  to  reach  greater 
heights.

Important  NCAA  Terms 
Academic  Credentials  -  A  prospect  should  checl<  with  his 
high  school  guidance  office  to  see  if  he  is  taking  classes  that 
will  meet  NCAA  eligibility  standards.  A  prospect  should  do 
this  early  (prior  to  his  sophomore  year)  and  keep  track  of  core 
courses.  A  prospect  will  need  to  take  either  the  ACT  or  SAT  for 
NCAA  certification. 

Contact  -  NCAA  rules  define  a  contact  as  a  face-to-face 
interaction  with  a  prospect  and/or  his  parents  by  a  coach  off 
Clemson's  campus.  The  NCAA  sets  a  contact  period  for  football 
prospects  from  late  November  through  the  end  of  January,  That 
is  the  only  time  coaches  can  meet  with  a  prospect  away  from 
the  Clemson  campus. 

Core  Courses  -  Courses  at  a  prospect's  high  school  that 
are  considered  college  preparatory.  The  NCAA  requires  16 
core  courses,  including  four  in  English,  three  In  math,  two  In 
science,  one  additional  from  English,  math,  or  science,  two 
social  sciences,  and  four  additional  courses.  A  high  school 
prospect's  guidance  counselor  will  have  a  list  of  the  school's 
core  courses  (48H),  or  visit  the  NCAA  Eligibility  Center's  website 
at  EllaibllltvCenter.com  for  more  information. 

Dead  Period  -  Recruiting  period  when  coaches  may  not  have 
face-to-face  contact  with  prospects  on  or  off  campus.  Coaches 
may  continue  to  telephone  and  write  a  prospect. 

Evaluation  -  In  April  and  May  of  a  prospect's  junior  year,  coaches 
will  visit  a  prospect's  high  school  and  review  his  athletic  and 
academic  credentials  with  his  coach.  In  the  fall,  they  may  watch 
a  prospect  compete  one  time  but  will  not  have  any  contact. 

Home  Visit  -  During  the  contact  period,  a  senior  prospect  may 
invite  college  coaches  to  his  home  to  meet  his  parents  and  to 
talk  in  detail  about  the  football  program  and  academic  offerings 
at  any  college  the  prospect  is  considering. 

Prospect  -  Any  student  who  has  entered  the  ninth  grade.  Once 
a  person  becomes  a  prospect,  NCAA  rules  define  how  college 
coaches  can  interact  with  that  prospect. 

Receiving  IVIail  -  Prior  to  September  1  of  a  prospect's  junior 
year,  NCAA  rules  allow  Clemson  to  mail  a  questionnaire,  NCAA 
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The  Department  of  Athletics  offers  nationally  promi- 
nent athletic  programs.  Through  a  dedicated  commitment 
to  educational  interests,  a  competitive  athletic  program, 
and  integrity  in  all  areas,  the  student-athletes,  coaches, 
and  staff  strive  to  bring  credit  and  recognition  to  Clemson 
University. 

The  mission  of  the  Athletic  Department  is  to  sponsor 
a  broad-based  athletic  program  that  provides  educational 
and  athletic  opportunities  for  young  men  and  women  to 
grow,  develop,  and  serve  the  interests  of  Clemson  University 
by  complementing  and  enhancing  its  diversity  and  quality 
of  life.

Recruiting  -  A  term  used 
to  describe  the  process  of 
acquainting  a  prospect  with 
a  college  and  the  coaches  of 
that  college  who  are  striving  to 
learn  more  about  a  prospect. 
Only  coaches  can  recruit. 
No  one  else  is  permitted  to 
persuade  a  prospect  to  play  at  a  particular  college. 

StandardizedTest  -  A  prospect  must  take  the  ACT  or  SAT  before 
enrolling  in  college  full-time.  A  prospect  may  take  the  ACT  or  SAT 
more  than  once  and  use  the  best  subscore  from  different  tests  to 
achieve  the  highest  score.  Both  Clemson  and  the  NCAA  Eligibility 
Center  require  scores  to  be  reported  directly  from  the  testing 
agency.  When  registering  for  the  test,  list  the  Eligibility  Center 
Code  (9999)  and  Clemson  (3842  (ACT),  5111  (SAT)).  Clemson 
University  admissions  requires  students  to  present  either  an 
ACT  or  SAT  writing  score.  The  writing  score  will  not  be  used  to 
determine  a  prospect's  qualifier  status. 

Telephone  -  Clemson  football  coaches  can  call  a  prospect  once 
in  May  during  the  prospect's  junior  year.  After  September  1  of 
a  prospect's  senior  year,  a  coach  can  call  a  prospect  only  once  a 
week.  A  prospect  can  expect  unlimited  calls  during  the  contact 
period. ..before  his  official  visit  and  once  the  prospect  has  signed 
a  National  Letter  of  Intent  (NLI). 

Frequently  Asked  Questions 

•  Are  a  prospect's  parents  invited  for  an  official  visit? 

Yes.  NCAA  rules  allow  a  school  to  provide  lodging  and 
meals  for  parents  or  legal  guardians  who  accompany  their 
child.  However,  NCAA  rules  do  not  allow  schools  to  provide 
transportation  for  parents  unless  they  drive  with  their  son. 

•  Can  a  prospect  visit  Clemson  anytime  during  his  high 
school  career?  Yes.  A  prospect  can  have  his  high  school  coach 
call  Clemson  coaches  to  set  up  an  unofficial  visit.  He  can  attend 
a  football  game  and  talk  with  Tiger  coaches,  and  it  does  not 
count  as  a  contact  when  it  is  on  Clemson's  campus.  There  are 
times  when  a  prospect  cannot  visit...NCAA  rules  refer  to  them 
as  "dead  periods,"  as  coaches  will  not  schedule  to  meet  with  a 
prospect  during  that  time. 

•  Can  IPTAY  members  help  recruit?  No.  NCAA  rules  are  clear... 
only  Clemson  coaches  can  telephone,  contact,  and  evaluate  a 
prospect.  Only  college  coaches  can  offer  unofficial  and  official 
visits.

'  What  is  a  National  Letter  of  Intent  (NLI)?  It  is  a  contract  A 
prospect  and  his  parents  sign  a  promise  that  the  prospect  will 
attend  a  particular  college.  In  return,  that  college  promises  a 
prospect  financial  aid.  A  prospect  signs  a  National  Letter  of 
Intent  during  his  senior  year  (in  February  for  football).  Once 
the  prospect  signs  a  National  Letter  of  Intent,  he  cannot  be 
recruited  by  any  other  institution,  and  it  is  a  binding  contract 
for  the  prospect's  first  year  in  college  at  the  school  that  provides 
the  National  Letter  of  Intent. 

•  What  is  an  official  visit?  A  prospect  is  allowed  to  take  a  total 
of  five  official  visits  (one  per  institution),  which  are  expense- 
paid.  Before  the  official  visit,  the  prospect  must  present  his 
high  school  transcript,  proof  of  an  ACT,  PACT,  SAT,  or  PSAT  test, 
and  be  registered  with  the  NCAA  Eligibility  Center.  Official  visit 
invitations  are  extended  by  Clemson  coaches  only.  Official 
visits  may  not  be  taken  prior  to  the  first  day  of  classes  during 
the  prospect's  senior  year  of  high  school. 

'  What  is  the  NCAA  Eligibility  Center?  It  is  the  agency  that 
certifies  a  prospect's  initial  academic  and  amateur  eligibility 
for  both  NCAA  Division  I  and  Division  II.  A  prospect  should 
register  with  the  NCAA  Eligibility  Center  at  the  conclusion  of 
his  junior  year  in  high  school  online  at  EliaibilitvCenter.com. 
Cost  is  $60.  Remember  to  keep  the  PIN  in  a  place  for  easy 
retrieval.  A  prospect  should  request  the  guidance  counselor  to 
send  a  transcript  after  his  junior  year  and  final  transcript  after 
graduation.  A  prospect  should  also  request  a  final  amateur 
decision  beginning  on  April  1  of  his  senior  year.

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The  IPTAY  Scholarship  Foundation,  founded  in  1934, 
was  the  first  scholarshipfundraising  organization  in  col- 
lege athletics.  Its  roots  trace  back  to  October  16,  1931 
following  a  surprising  6-0  football  loss  to  The  Citadel. 
After  the  game,  captains  Frank  Jervey  and  Pete  Heffner 
along  with  Head  Coach  Jess  Neely  and  Assistant  Coach 
Joe  Davis  met  In  a  car  outside  the  stadium  in  Florence, 
SC  to  discuss  various  ways  Clemson  could  establish  its 
football  program  to  a  competitive  status. 

Shortly  after  the  meeting,  Dr.  Rupert  Fike  offered  his 
helpaftercorresponding  with  Jervey.  Neely  believed  he 
could  run  a  successful  football  team  if  he  was  provided  a 
$10,000-a-year  increase  in  scholarships.  Initially,  Jervey 
called  for  members  to  pay  $30  a  year,  but  Fike  recom- 
mended a  smaller  amount,  which  he  believed  would 
lead  to  more  members.  Fike  charged  1 00  people  to  step 
forward  and  pay  $10  a  year,  which  is  where  the  name 
IPTAY  (I  Pay  Ten  A  Year)  originated. 

The  purpose  of  IPTAY  is"to  provide  annual  financial 
scholarship  support  to  the  athletic  department  and  to 
assist  in  every  way  possible  to  regain  the  high  athletic 
prestige  which  rightfully  belongs  to  Clemson." 

In  1934,  the  first  year  of  IPTAY,  over  $1,600  was 
raised  by  the  organization.  Some  donors  negotiated 
payments  In  the  form  of  bartering  because  of  the  Great 
Depression.  Milk,  sweet  potatoes,  turnip  greens,  and 
other  goods  were  accepted  in  an  attempt  to  build  a 
solid  membership  base. 

However,  the  hard  work  of  Fike  and  his  colleagues 
began  to  pay  off  during  the  1 939  season,  as  the  Tigers 
went  to  their  first  bowl  game,  the  1940  Cotton  Bowl, 
where  they  defeated  Boston  College  6-3  and  finished 
the  season  in  the  top-25  of  the  AP  poll.  Coincidentally, 
IPTAY  reached  Neely's  $1 0,000  goal  for  the  first  time  in 
1939. 

In  2009,  IPTAY  has  over  1 5,000  annual  donors  and 
over  5,000  Collegiate  Club  members  who  continue 


Fike's  mission  of  providing  annual  scholarship  support 
for  Clemson's  student-athletes,  paying  the  operating 
expenses  of  IPTAY,  and  maintaining  an  adequate  re- 
serve fund  deemed  appropriate  by  the  IPTAY  Board  of 
Directors.  Our  donors'contributions  ensure  that  all  19 
varsity  sports  annually  obtain  the  maximum  amount  of 
scholarships  offered  by  the  NCAA. 

Even  though  the  mission  of  IPTAY  set  forth  in  1 934 
remains  the  same,  its  scope  has  grown  tremendously 
over  the  years.  IPTAY  not  only  provides  annual  athletic 
scholarships,  but  it  has  also  provided  over  1,600  aca- 
demic scholarships  and  raised  over  $3.5  million  through 
the  IPTAY  Academic  Scholarship  Endowment,  which  was 
established  in  1982. 

IPTAY  has  been  the  key  in  building  and  maintain- 
ing the  outstanding  facilities  essential  for  Clemson  to 
remain  one  of  the  top  programs  in  the  country.  It  has 
played  a  critical  role  in  various  construction  projects 
and  renovations  throughout  the  athletic  department. 
In  addition  to  fulfilling  the  mission  of  raising  funds  for 
scholarships,  IPTAY  has  played  a  vital  role  in  providing 
a  wide  variety  of  amenities  enjoyed  by  all  students, 
including  being  a  strong  supporter  of  Tiger  Band 
through  payment  of  new  uniforms,  instruments,  and 
travel  expenses. 

IPTAY  is  considered  by  many  to  be  the  father  of 
athletic  fundraising.  It  was  the  first  organization  in  the 
nation  to  build  and  fund  an  academic  support  facility 
built  solely  for  educational  support  of  student-athletes. 
Vickery  Hall  opened  in  1991  and  has  established  itself 
as  a  nationally-recognized  program  for  student-athlete 
support. 

The  IPTAY  Collegiate  Club,  started  in  1 997,  continues 
to  be  the  model  student  fundraising  organization  in  the 
country.  The  IPTAY  Representative  program  continues 
to  be  a  leadership  group  that  grows  the  IPTAY  organiza- 
tion through  its  role  as  volunteer  annual  fundraisers. 


Operating  under  theguidanceof  its  board  of  direc- 
tors and  the  leadership  of  the  athletic  department's 
external  affairs  division,  IPTAY  continuously  receives 
the  annual  support  of  our  donors. 

Some  changes  in  recent  years  include  the  addition 
of  the  Tiger  Cub  Club,  CATS  (Clemson  Active  Teen  Sup- 
port), and  the  Collegiate  Club,  an  update  in  its  database 
technology,  and  the  addition  of  two  new  levels  to  IPTAY 
membership,  the  Howard  ($2,100)  and  McFadden 
($5,600)  levels  of  giving. 

IPTAY  introduced  the  endowment  of  positions  pro- 
gram under  former  Executive  Director  George  Bennett. 
IPTAY  implemented  the  program  in  April  of  1994  during 
the  85th-birthday  celebration  for  former  Clemson  Head 
Coach  Frank  Howard.  The  first  endowment  honored 
Howard,  who  coached  the  Tigers  for  39  seasons  and 
established  much  of  Clemson  football's  storied  tradi- 
tions. 

The  Heisman  Scholarship  Level,  established  in 
2005,  is  IPTAY's  highest  annual  donation  level.  IPTAY 
Executive  Director  Bert  Henderson  set  a  goal  to  recreate 
Fike's  1934  vision  of  having  100  people  come  forward 
giving  $10  annually.  The  100-charter-member  goal 
for  the  $10,000  donation  level  was  not  only  reached 
but  surpassed  thanks  to  the  generous  support  of  our 
donors. 

Under  the  department  of  external  affairs,  IPTAY 
will  expand  its  organizational  service  to  move  toward 
a  broader  scope  of  full-service.  This  will  include  capital 
gifts,  improved  marketing  plans,  estate  planning,  and 
increasing  our  membership  through  our  representative 
program.

on  gameday.  Interviews  with  former  players,  games, 
display  items,  and  excitement  are  all  part  of  the  show. 

The  game  broadcast  is  anchored  by  Pete  Vanity.  The 
sports  director  at  WSPA-TV  (Ch.  7)  in  Spartanburg,  SC 
took  over  in  2003  after  the  passing  of  Jim  Phillips,  who 
had  been  the  longtime  voice  of  the  Tigers  since  1 968. 
Vanity  has  been  a  part  of  the  broadcast  team  since  2001 
as  the  host  of  the  pregame,  halftime,  and  postgame 
shows,  and  as  the  sideline  reporter  during  games. 

Vanity  has  been  the  sports  director  at  WSPA-TV  the 
last  19  years.  He  has  also  been  a  sideline  analyst  for  1 3 
years  on  Carolina  Panther  preseason  games  and  has 
play-by-play  experience  with  CSS,  covering  various 
college  events,  including  Tiger  football  and  baseball. 
Vanity  is  also  the  voice  of  Tiger  men's  basketball  and 
host  of  the  Dabo  Swinney  and  Oliver  Purnell  TV  Shows. 

Joining  Vanity  in  the  booth  is  former  Tiger  offensive 
lineman  Will  Merritt,  who  played  for  the  Tigers  from 
1 998-01 .  He  was  a  starting  guard  in  the  2000  and  2001 
seasons  when  he  was  named  Second-Team  AII-ACC. 

Merritt  worked  on  the  Clemson  radio  network  pre- 
game and  postgame  shows  during  the  2002  season.  He 
also  provided  color  commentary  on  the  television  tape- 
delay  broadcasts  of  selected  2002  games.  In  2003,  he 
became  the  color  analyst  of  the  gameday  broadcasts. 

Patrick  Sapp  completes  the  broadcast  team  as  the 
sideline  commentator.  The  former  Tiger  quarterback 
and  linebacker  (1 992-95)  is  in  his  third  season  as  sideline 
commentator.  As  a  player,  he  passed  for  2,278  yards 
in  three  seasons.  As  a  senior,  he  moved  to  linebacker, 
where  he  totaled  64  tackles  and  a  team-high  5.5  sacks 
prior  to  being  selected  in  the  second  round  of  the  NFL 
draft  by  the  Chargers.  Sapp  is  currently  a  development 
officer  for  the  Clemson  Alumni  Association. 

As  has  been  the  case  in  the  past,  Clemson's  gameday 
broadcast  begins  with  the  Dabo  Swinney  Pregame 
Show.  Swinney  meets  with  Sports  Information  Direc- 
tor Tim  Bourret  to  provide  Clemson  fans  with  the  latest 
lineup  and  strategy  information.  Vanity  and  Merritt  also 
provide  a  last-minute  scene-setter  that  includes  the 
latest  lineup  and  weather  information. 

After  the  game,  fans  can  tune  into  the"Fifth  Quarter 
Show,"  hosted  by  Munson  and  Dan  Scott,  or  attend  the 
show  livefrom  Wild  Wing  Cafe  in  downtown  Greenville, 
SC.  Interviews  with  Swinney  along  with  Assistant 
Coaches  Billy  Napier  and  Kevin  Steele  are  also  included. 
An  added  feature  includes  locker  room  interviews  with 
Clemson's  top  players  that  day.  A  rundown  of  the  game 
stats  and  audio  highlights  are  also  provided. 

Fans  can  follow  theTigers  by  listening  to  "Tiger  Calls" 
each  Thursday  evening  with  Swinney  and  Munson  from 
7:00  PM  to  8:00  PM.  The  shows  air  live  from  several  BI-LQ 
grocery  stores  in  the  Clemson  area. 

The  Clemson  Tiger  Sports  Network  also  produces 
the  Dabo  Swinney  Television  Show,  a  recap  of  the  previ- 
ntest's  highlights.

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Every  group  has  its  unsung  heroes. ..the  players 
that  go  unnoticed  but  are  vital  to  the  end  production. 
These  players  generally  do  the  jobs  and  no  one  really 
talks  about  them,  but  everyone  know/s  they  are  there. 
In  Tiger  Band,  these  people  are  the  managers.  Like 
Santa's  elves,  they  may  not  always  get  the  credit  they 
deserve,  but  they  are  still  a  vital  part  in  making  sure 
that  the  day  of  performance  for  the  245-member  band 
runs  as  smoothly  as  possible. 

Nearly  every  Saturday,  the  Clemson  community  is 
able  to  witness  the  Tiger  Band  perform.  While  a  major- 
ity of  the  band  members  work  on  memorizing  music 
and  marching  maneuvers,  it  is  the  band  managers 
that  make  sure  all  the  odds  and  ends  are  done  and  ac- 
counted for,  and  that  the  performance  runs  smoothly. 

The  2009  band  managers  include  Matt  Barber, 
Taku  Cowger,  Jonathan  Hubbard,  Greg  Jansen,  Virginia 
King,  Darren  Ledbetter,  Diana  Nelson,  Justin  Scott,  and 
Jana  Snelgrove.  Each  plays  a  vital  role  in  the  perfor- 
mance of  the  band. 

"Our  goal  is  to  make  the  lives  of  the  band  mem- 
bers easier,"  said  Cowger,  the  head  manager.  "We  get 
all  the  watercoolers,  spare  parts,  first-aid  kits,  ladders, 
and  platforms  ready  in  the  morning  for  games,  regard- 


less of  gametime,  whether  it  is  hauling  random  things 
into  the  step-truck  that  are  needed  for  the  next  game 
or  something  'just  in  case.'  We  also  make  sure  that  the 
amphitheater  is  set  up  for  the  '90  IVlinutes  Before  Kick- 
off' concert." 

A  crew  of  managers  is  at  every  practice,  just  like 
other  band  members.  Getting  the  field  set  for  rehears- 
al includes  hooking  up  the  state-of-the-art  wireless 
sound  system  used  by  the  directors,  laying  out  yard- 
line  markers  on  the  sidelines,  and  setting  up  ladders 
for  the  drum  majors,  then  putting  it  all  away  after  the 
rehearsal  ends. 

"We're  really  more  gameday  performers,"  said 
Cowger.  "Most  of  our  stuff  happens  on  gameday." 

Once  Tiger  Band's  Saturday  morning  practice  be- 
gins (usually  at  8:00  AM),  the  managers  spring  into 
action,  getting  the  amphitheater  and  stadium  ready 
for  the  band's  arrival.  Not  only  is  equipment  brought 
from  the  Brooks  Center  to  Memorial  Stadium,  but  six 
watercoolers  are  filled  with  ice  and  water  so  that  the 
band  members  can  stay  hydrated  throughout  the 
game.  There  are  also  instrument  repair  kits,  spare 
parts,  drum  heads,  uniform  parts,  and  other  items  that 
must  be  with  the  band  on  gameday.

"Tiger  Band  has  been  fortunate  to  have  some  ded- 
icated managers  throughout  the  years,  and  this  year's 
group  is  no  exception,"  said  Dr.  Mark  Spede,  Director 
of  Bands.

Clemson  senior  tennis  player  Carlos  Alvarez  has 
set  big  goals  for  the  team  and  himself.  With  his  level  of 
determination,  success  will  be  in  the  future  for  Alvarez 
and  his  Tiger  teammates  this  spring. 

Alvarez  is  in  his  senior  season  at  Clemson  and  has 
enjoyed  a  stellar  career.  In  his  three  previous  seasons, 
he  won  66  singles  matches  and  46  doubles  matches. 
He  had  an  8-3  record  against  ACC  opponents  in  his 
freshman  season  and  finished  the  year  with  a  team- 
high  36  wins  (36-10)  in  singles  and  a  23-15  record  in 
doubles. 

During  his  freshman  campaign,  he  also  played  at 
#5  singles,  and  during  his  sophomore  and  junior  sea- 
sons he  played  at  #1  singles.  He  is  expected  to  chal- 
lenge for  the  #1  position  again  this  season. 

During  his  junior  season,  he  reached  a  satisfying 
milestone,  as  he  was  named  AII-ACC  on  the  hardcourt. 

"I  would  love  to  have  my  best  year  and  help  the 
team  reach  our  goals  this  season,"  said  Alvarez.  "We 
want  to  go  to  the  NCAAs  as  a  team  and  finish  in  the 
top  20  of  the  rankings.  As  an  individual,  I  want  to  go 
to  the  NCAA  Singles  Tournament  and  finish  In  the  top 
15  in  singles.  Through  hard  work,  we  can  accomplish 
these  goals  as  a  team  and  me  as  an  individual." 

"Carlos  is  an  aggressive  baseline  player,"  said  Head 
Coach  Chuck  McCuen.  "He  has  grown  so  much  as  a 
player  and  as  a  student  during  his  career.  We  expect 
Carlos  to  have  a  great  senior  season. 

"He  has  high  goals  for  the  team  and  for  himself 
this  season.  With  his  work-ethic,  talent,  and  desire,  his 
goals  are  obtainable.  He  also  has  a  wonderful  attitude 
and  that  is  very  helpful  in  today's  world." 

Before  arriving  at  Clemson,  Alvarez  was  a  success- 
ful junior  player  in  his  native  Santa  Cruz,  Bolivia.  He 
was  the  top-rated  player  in  Bolivia  in  the  under  12,  14, 
16,  and  18  age  groups  and  was  a  Davis  Cup  player  in 
both  2004  and  2006.  He  also  had  a  world  AP  ranking 
of  1,350. 

Alvarez  arrived  at  Clemson  in  part  because  his 
cousin  (Daniela  Alvarez)  played  tennis  at  Clemson 
from  2003-06. 

"My  cousin  Daniela  came  here  and  played  for  our 
women's  team,"  explained  Alvarez.  "I  was  looking  for 
schools,  and  after  talking  to  her,  she  spoke  with  Coach 


McCuen  and  that's  how  I  ended  up  coming  to  Clem- 
son." 

Before  becoming  a  Tiger,  Alvarez,  who  is  an  in- 
dustrial management  major,  had  been  based  in  Spain 
for  six  months  and  then  moved  to  Argentina  in  2003, 
where  he  lived  for  three  years. 

"I  was  living  in  Buenos  Aires  (Argentina),"  he  said. 
"That's  where  I  trained  and  where  I  had  my  coach.  So  I 
would  go  home  for  a  month  or  so,  or  just  to  visit. 

"The  reason  that  I  moved  to  Argentina  is  that  there 
are  so  many  more  players  there  than  in  Bolivia.  Bue- 
nos Aires  is  a  big  city  and  Argentina  is  a  big  country. 
There  are  so  many  academies  and  there  are  a  lot  of 
good  players  competing  throughout  the  country.  The 
competition  was  good  and  that  provided  a  better  situ- 
ation for  me  as  far  as  getting  better  as  a  player. 

"The  tennis  opportunities  in  Argentina  were  defi- 
nitely better,  and  I  can  probably  say  that  there  were 
fewer  distractions  of  a  social  nature  than  in  Bolivia.  I 
was  more  focused  just  playing  tennis. 

"I  really  like  the  Clemson  environment  and  the 
coaches.  It  didn't  take  me  long  to  make  my  decision 
to  come  to  Clemson.  Getting  a  degree  from  Clemson 
is  very  important  to  my  family  and  me." 

Alvarez  has  had  an  outstanding  career,  but  it  has 
taken  hard  work.  His  game  was  really  suited  to  the 
claycourt  game,  not  the  hardcourts  he  plays  on  while 
competing  for  the  Tigers. 

"I  am  a  better  claycourt  player,"  admitted  Alvarez. 
"On  the  hardcourts,  I  have  improved  in  many  areas  and 
have  learned  how  to  play  on  that  surface. 

"In  Bolivia,  1  think  almost  every  South  American 
player  is  a  baseline  player,"  continued  Alvarez,  who 
likes  to  dictate  points  with  his  forehand.  "My  coach 
used  to  say  that  I'm  the  ultimate  grinder.  I  run  a  lot 
and  I'm  not  the  kind  of  player  who'll  serve  and  volley 
that  often  in  a  match. 

"But  even  though  I  like  to  play  the  baseline,  I've 
been  working  and  am  better  as  far  as  attacking.  I'm 
trying  to  incorporate  that  into  my  game  so  that  I  can 
be  a  better  overall  player.  It's  not  enough  just  to  play 
from  the  baseline  at  #1,  because  against  the  better 
players,  you  have  to  be  able  to  attack  at  some  point." 

As  a  freshman,  Alvarez  had  a  great  introduction 
to  ACC  play.  "In  my  first  ACC  match  as  a  freshman  at 
Clemson,  we  were  playing  Florida  State  and  it  was  3-3. 


I  was  the  last  guy  on  the  court,  so  I  had  to  clinch  the 
match  at  4-3.  When  I  clinched  the  point,  everyone 
went  crazy,  so  that  was  very  memorable  for  me." 

"Carlos  is  incredibly  valuable,"  added  McCuen. 
"He's  feisty,  competitive,  and  passionate  about  the 
game.  He  brings  so  much  to  the  court  every  day  and 
he's  a  wonderful  role-model."

Originally  from  Sarajevo,  the  capital  of  Bosnia,  se- 
niortennis  player  Ina  Hadziselimovic  has  lived  through 
a  difficult  situation  that  many  Tiger  fans  may  not  be 
aware  of.  Hadziselimovic  and  her  family  enjoyed  liv- 
ing in  Sarajevo  until  the  war  began  in  Bosnia  during 
her  early  childhood.  At  the  age  of  10,  along  with  her 
mother  and  older  sister,  Hadziselimovic  relocated  to 
Croatia  temporarily  to  get  away  from  the  violence. 
However,  her  father  had  to  remain  behind  in  Bosnia. 

"My  family  was  affected  by  the  war  because  we 
had  to  break  apart,"  she  explained.  "It  was  really  rough 
on  my  family." 

Despite  the  toll  that  it  took  on  her  and  her  family, 
this  unfortunate  situation  has  helped  shape  Hadziseli- 
movic into,  not  only  the  focused  tennis  player,  but  the 
appreciative  person  that  she  is  today. 

Tennis  served  as  a  source  of  consistency  through- 
out Hadziselimovic's  tumultuous  childhood.  She  be- 
gan playing  tennis  when  she  was  four  in  Bosnia,  due 
in  large  part  to  her  older  sister,  who  started  playing 
before  her.  She  cited  her  sister  as  one  of  the  biggest 
influences  on  her  tennis  career. 

Even  when  her  family  moved  to  Croatia  during 
the  war  in  Bosnia,  she  still  continued  to  play.  It  was 
there  where  she  partnered  with  another  future  Tiger, 
Ani  Mijaclka.  Hadziselimovic  and  Mijacika  played 
doubles  together  at  the  age  of  1 2,  and  Hadziselimovic 
explained  that  one  of  the  reasons  she  chose  to  come 
to  Clemson  was  because  of  this  connection. 

Before  coming  to  Clemson,  Hadziselimovic  was 
the  top-rated  tennis  player  in  Bosnia  in  2006  and  she 
was  recognized  as  one  of  the  top  junior  players  in  the 
world.  Clemson  coaches  took  note  and  recruited  her 
to  be  a  part  of  the  Tiger  tennis  squad. 

"I'm  so  grateful  for  the  scholarship  Clemson  has 
provided  me  with,"  said  Hadziselimovic.  "It  has  com- 
pletely changed  my  life.  This  has  been  a  huge  oppor- 
tunity for  me." 

One  of  her  strengths  is  that  she  understands  the 
key  aspect  of  staying  mentally  strong,  as  she  is  striving 
to  master  that  skill  to  help  the  Tigers  achieve  success. 

"The  hardest  part  of  the  game  is  staying  mentally 
tough  all  the  time,  but  you  have  to  be  that  way  if  you 
want  to  be  successful," admitted  Hadziselimovic. 


Hadziselimovic  relentlessly  works  to  be  the  best 
player  she  can.  Before  matches,  her  routine  includes 
listening  to  classic  rock  and  jumping  rope  in  a  quiet 
spot  where  no  one  can  see  her.  Off  the  hardcourt,  she 
goes  to  bed  early,  eats  well,  and  trains. 

"If  I  do  all  these  things,  I  know  positive  results  will 
come,"  she  added. 

These  habits  have  indeed  helped  her  to  develop  in 
a  positive  way,  both  mentally  and  physically. 

Hadziselimovic  also  brings  her  positive  attitude  to 
the  team.  "The  best  thing  about  tennis  is  the  unpre- 
dictability of  the  game.  Even  if  you  are  down  5-0  or 
4-0,  you  can  always  win  the  match." 

During  her  freshman  year,  Hadziselimovic  com- 
piled a  combined  singles  record  of  17-12  for  both  the 
fall  and  spring  seasons,  including  a  7-4  record  against 
ACC  opponents.  She  was  one  of  only  two  Tigers  to  re- 
cord wins  in  both  matches  at  the  ACC  Championships. 
While  partnering  with  Estafania  Balda,  Hadziselimovic 
beat  North  Carolina's  #19-ranked  team,  which  marked 
her  first  victory  over  a  ranked  foe.  After  that  victory, 
Hadziselimovic  entered  the  doubles  rankings  the  fol- 
lowing week  at  #41  and  remained  in  the  polls  for  the 
rest  of  the  season. 

In  2007-08,  Hadziselimovic  had  a  22-10  record, 
including  a  9-2  mark  against  ACC  opponents.  She 
affirmed  that  her  most  exciting  experience  so  far  at 
Clemson  was  winning  the  ACC  Championship  during 
her  sophomore  season  after  she  upset  Noelle  Mickey 
at  #4  singles  in  the  semifinals  to  help  the  Tigers  knock 
off  #1  Georgia  Tech.  She  was  also  recognized  for  her 
successes  in  the  classroom  and  was  selected  to  the 
2007  AII-ACC  Academic  team. 

Last  season,  Hadziselimovic's  junior  year,  she  had 
her  best  year  yet  in  terms  of  wins  in  both  singles  and 
doubles  with  a  career-high  23  in  singles  and  30  in 
doubles.  She  was  ranked  in  singles  for  the  first  time 
in  her  career  and  spent  six  weeks  in  the  rankings.  She 
partnered  with  roommate  Josipa  Bek  and  earned  All- 
America  status  in  doubles  after  they  reached  the  quar- 
terfinals of  the  2009  NCAA  Doubles  Championships. 

For  her  senior  season,  Hadziselimovic's  goals  in- 
clude winning  the  ACC  title  and  advancing  past  the 
Sweet  1 6  in  the  NCAA  Tournament. 

After  all  of  her  experiences  in  Bosnia,  Croatia,  and 
now  Clemson,  Hadziselimovic  offers  her  personal 


perspective  of  the  United  States.  "I  like  the  fact  that 
it  gives  so  much  opportunity  for  young  people  to  de- 
velop in  any  possible  way. 

"I  think  I  personally  have  developed  in  every  single 
way,  both  as  a  person  and  as  a  tennis  player.  I've  im- 
proved so  much  because  Clemson  has  such  a  good 
training  program.  My  education  has  also  improved  as 
well  as  my  interpersonal  skills." 

Hadziselimovic  has  learned  to  appreciate  every 
opportunity  that  comes  her  way  and  not  to  take  any- 
thing for  granted.  The  Clemson  family  can  certainly 
learn  from  this  Tiger.

IPTAY  Spotlight 


By  Jason  Wilson 

As  our  Tigers  run  down  the  Hill  today  prior  to  tak- 
ing on  Wake  Forest,  it  is  fitting  that  on  IPTAY  Day  we 
take  a  few  moments  to  remember  the  one  constant  at 
Clemson  since  1934. ..the  support  from  thousands  of 
donors  to  the  IPTAY  Scholarship  Fund. 

By  now  we  should  all  know  the  story  of  how  IP- 
TAY was  formed,  in  1931,  Clemson  had  just  lost  6-0 
to  The  Citadel  in  Florence,  SC  and  four  coaches  sat  in 
a  car  outside  the  stadium.  They  decided  that  in  order 
to  be  successful,  Clemson  athletics  would  need  an  ad- 
ditional $10,000  every  year.  The  first  attempt  was  to 
form  an  organization  that  would  ask  for  donations  of 
$50  per  year,  but  with  the  economic  conditions  of  the 
state,  region,  and  country,  this  was  simply  too  much  to 
ask.  Dr.  Rupert  Fike  organized  a  group  in  Atlanta,  GA 
and  decided  that  $10  per  year  was  more  reasonable  to 
expect  from  Clemson  supporters  at  that  time.  IPTAY 
was  formed  and  the  rest,  as  they  say,  Is  history. 

What  started  out  as  a  secret  society  that  resembled 
those  of  Ivy  League  schools  quickly  became  an  orga- 
nization of  the  masses.  The  1940s  saw  membership 
swell  to  4,314  members  with  contributions  exceeding 
$48,000.  The  1950s  was  a  decade  of  re-organization 
and  continued  growth,  as  Gene  Willimon  incorpo- 
rated sound  business  practices,  delineated  responsi- 
bilities to  officers  in  certain  regions  of  the  state,  and 
appointed  certain  members  as  IPTAY  representatives 
who  were  responsible  for  soliciting  new  members  and 
encouraging  current  members  to  remain  active. 


During  his  time  at  IPTAY  the  "T"  in  IPTAY  also 
changed  from  $10  to  $20  in  1969  and  from  $20  to  $30 
in  1976.  Unprecedented  growth  was  recorded  during 
the  1 960s,  1 970s,  and  into  the  1 980s,  as  IPTAY  became 
the  first  athletic  fundraising  organization  to  top  the 
$5-million  mark  in  contributions.  More  importantly, 
IPTAY  saw  its  membership  grow  to  over  19,000  mem- 
bers. The  grassroots  nature  of  IPTAY  is  what  has  made 
it  the  largest  group  of  athletic  donors  in  the  ACC  and 
the  envy  of  many  institutions  across  the  country. 

As  IPTAY  entered  into  the  21st  century,  changes 
were  necessary  to  meet  the  financial  demands  of  our 
student-athletes.  As  these  changes  were  made,  there 
was  one  thing  Clemson  could  continue  to  count  on... 
the  support  from  Clemson  people.  Despite  a  40-per- 
cent increase  in  membership  donation  levels,  IPTAY's 
membership  and  contributions  grew.  In  2005,  the 
Heisman  level  was  created  and  100  women  and  men 
stepped  forward  as  charter  members  to  provide  $1 
million  in  contributions  from  this  level  alone. 

As  the  executive  director  of  IPTAY,  Bert  Henderson 
set  a  goal  of  1 00  Heisman  donors.  It  seemed  a  bit  lofty, 
but  as  is  the  case  time  and  time  before.  Tiger  support- 
ers stepped  forward  with  this  group  by  exceeding  300 
members  in  2008  and  contributing  $3  million  in  an- 
nual donations.  The  introduction  of  the  Seat  Equity 
Plan  in  2009  brought  about  further  improvements, 
as  a  system  was  applied  across  the  board  to  bring  eq- 
uity to  the  seating  assignments  of  Memorial  Stadium. 
Again,  IPTAY  members  joined  in  record  numbers  and 
provided  over  $21  million  in  scholarship  support. 


IPTAY  entered  into  its  76th  year  in  July.  Even  af- 
ter all  these  years,  improvements  are  being  made  and 
challenges  are  being  met  as  Clemson  continues  to  do 
what  is  necessary  to  be  successful.  So  far  this  year,  we 
have  entered  into  a  new  era  of  communication  with 
Orange:  The  Experience  magazine  and  the  iVlyOr- 
angeUpdate  email  newsletter.  Donors  that  make  IP- 
TAY successful  deserve  a  high  quality  communication 
piece,  and  with  those,  that  has  been  accomplished. 

This  summer  saw  the  completion  of  Phase  II  of  the 
WestZone  Project,  which  now  houses  the  football  staff 
in  a  facility  that  is  second-to-none.  This  project,  along 
with  the  Chapman  Grandstand  (baseball)  addition, 
tennis  facility  improvements,  soccer  stadium  renova- 
tions, and  planned  construction  of  a  golf  clubhouse, 
are  all  examples  of  donors  going  beyond  their  annual 
gift  and  taking  a  leadership  role  with  Tiger  athletics 
through  their  major  gift  support  for  various  projects. 

IPTAY  has  a  long  and  proud  history.  Even  though 
names  and  faces  have  changed,  donors  have  contin- 
ued to  exceed  expectations  by  making  available  the 
funds  necessary  for  our  student-athletes'  success. 
Through  it  all,  the  one  constant  is  support  from  you, 
the  loyal  donor,  to  IPTAY  and  Tiger  athletics.  You  have 
chosen  to  make  a  difference  in  the  lives  of  the  young 
men  and  women  that  selected  Clemson  as  the  school 
for  them  to  earn  their  degree  and  participate  at  the 
highest  levels  of  athletic  competition. 

In  success  and  in  failure,  these  student-athletes 
will  leave  Clemson  with  life  lessons  that  you  have 
made  possible  through  your  gifts.  Each  of  us  has  a  re- 
sponsibility, not  only  to  these  student-athletes,  but  to 
the  donors  to  IPTAY  before  us  to  continue  on  the  great 
tradition  of  athletic  support  for  Clemson  University. 

IPTAY  asks  each  of  us  to  not  only  give,  but  to  also 
pass  down  that  spirit  of  giving. .."to  assist  in  every  way 
possible  to  regain  for  Clemson  the  high  athletic  stand- 
ing which  rightfully  belongs  to  her." 

If  history  is  any  indication,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
Clemson  people  will  continue  to  answer  the  call  and 
provide  the  support  necessary  for  IPTAY  to  thrive.

This  year  marks  the  53rd-annual  Tigerama,  where 
alumni  and  fans  alike  gather  to  celebrate  the  very  best 
of  student  life  at  Clemson.  We  invite  you  to  come  and 
share  in  one  of  Clemson's  most  time-honored  and  ex- 
citing traditions,  celebrated  each  year  on  Homecom- 
ing weekend. 

Tigerama  originated  in  1957  when  the  late  Joe 
Sherman,  former  director  of  alumni  relations,  attend- 
ed "Gator  Growl"  at  Florida.  During  the  early  1950s, 
"Gator  Growl"  drew  large  crowds  at  Florida's  Home- 
coming weekend  and  Sherman  envisioned  a  similar 
event  taking  place  at  Clemson. 

In  early  1957,  Sherman  approached  the  Blue  Key 
Honor  Society  with  the  idea  of  creating  a  Homecom- 
ing extravaganza  that  would  feature  student  organi- 
zations competing  in  a  skit  competition  and  provide 
an  entertainment  showcase  for  other  popular  student 
groups.  Ever  since  the  first  show,  Blue  Key  has  contin- 
ued the  production  of  Tigerama  in  honor  and  support 
of  our  beloved  Tiger  football  squad. 

Tigerama  remains  one  of  the  largest  student-run 
pep  rallies  in  the  nation.  Little  did  Sherman  know  that 
his  idea  to  bring  some  excitement  to  Clemson's  Home- 
coming week  would  become  such  an  inseparable  fea- 
ture to  Tiger  football. 

Tigerama  was  originally  held  in  Memorial  Stadium 
and  began  with  the  first  show  on  November  7,  1957. 
Talent  and  entertainment  were  displayed  through  acts 
ranging  from  fire-eating  to  juggling.  Skits  and  fire- 
works were  also  Included  in  the  first  show  and  remain 
today  as  featured  traditions.  There  was  even  a  crown- 
ing of  Miss  Tigerama. 

Tigerama  holds  a  rich  history  and  tradition,  seen 
most  clearly  in  the  audiences  throughout  the  years. 
Those  who  were  once  students  now  enjoy  it  with  their 
families,  friends,  and  current  students  alike.  Thou- 
sands attend  the  event  annually,  and  we  are  grateful 
for  those  who  join  us  in  our  celebration. 

All  revenue  from  the  show  goes  to  the  Tigerama 
Scholarship  Endowment  sponsored  by  the  Blue  Key 
Honor  Society.  Each  year,  Tigerama  proceeds  provide 
financial  aid  for  a  number  of  students.  In  recent  years, 
Tigerama  has  been  able  to  fund  nine  scholarships  for 
Clemson  students.  Blue  Key  additionally  supports  oth- 


er campus-related  projects,  including  the  remodeling 
and  rededication  of  statesman  James  F.  Byrnes'  room 
in  Cooper  Library  and  the  creation  of  Building  History 
Projects,  which  are  displayed  in  almost  every  building 
around  campus  to  ensure  the  passing  of  knowledge  of 
each  building's  history.

A  long  time  ago  In  a  sports  world  far  different  from 
today,  legendary  Clemson  Head  Coach  Frank  Howard 
quipped  that  his  1949  football  team  had  a  "Dream 
Backfield"  but  also  a  "Nightmare  Line." 

As  a  23-year-old  Anderson  Daily  Mail  sports  edi- 
tor/columnist In  his  first  season  covering  Tiger  foot- 
ball, I  found  amusing  (but  also  confusing)  this  expla- 
nation delivered  on  the  eve  of  the  1949  season.  But 
looking  back  through  Clemson  history,  we  have  seen 
other  years  where  an  inexperienced  offensive  line  had 
an  adverse  impact  on  the  record.  Clemson's  winning 
percentage  since  1963  In  seasons  it  has  four  new  of- 
fensive line  starters  is  just  54  percent,  Including  last 
year's  team  that  was  7-5. 

So  why  is  Tim  Bourret,  who  has  my  old  job  as  Clem- 
son's sports  information  director,  giving  me  this  space 
to  discuss  what  happened  a  long  time  ago  in  a  sports 
world  far  different  from  today?  It  is  because  he  really 
wants  to  know  why  the  undefeated  Tigers  of  1948  and 
1 950  fared  so  poorly  in  1 949. 

So  what  happened? 

Following  the  disastrous  war  years  (1 942-44)  when 
the  armed  services  took  virtually  Clemson's  entire 
junior  and  senior  classes.  It  took  Howard  four  years 
(1945-48)  to  return  the  Tigers  to  that  level  of  football 
respectability  achieved  in  Jess  Neely's  final  two  years 
(1938,39)  and  Howard's  first  two  seasons  (1940,41). 

The  1948  team  that  finished  with  a  perfect  11-0 
record  was  a  throwback  to  the  1 939  team.  The  1 1  men 
who  started  each  game  played  both  offense  and  de- 
fense and  were  virtually  "Iron  Men."  There  were  lots  of 
substitutions,  but  not  for  long  periods  of  time. 

Four  of  the  11  "Iron  Men"  of  1948  (fullback  Fred 
Cone,  tailback  Ray  Mathews,  center  Gene  Moore,  and

end  John  Poulos)  were  the  heart  of  the  1949  squad. 
However,  finding  guards  and  tackles  who  could  play 
both  offense  and  defense  and  provide  leadership  as 
effectively  as  seniors  Ray  Clanton,  Frank  Gillespie,  Phil 
Prince,  and  Tom  Salisbury  had  in  1948  was  another 
matter.  Gillespie  won  the  1 948  McKelvin  Award  as  the 
Southern  Conference  Athlete-of-the-Year. 

Expected  to  fill  Oscar  Thompson's  vacant  posi- 
tion at  end  was  one  of  Wilson  (Washington,  D.C.) 
High  School's  two  teammates,  Jim  McCauley  or  Glenn 
Smith.  The  story  runs  that  its  outstanding  high  school 
back  "Bugs"  Thompson  and  teammate  McCauley  ac- 
cepted Clemson  scholarship  offers  only  on  the  con- 
dition that  Smith  be  included  in  the  package.  All 
three  excelled  on  the  Tigers'  1948  freshman  team,  but 
Thompson  dropped  out  before  the  start  of  the  1949 
campaign  and  McCauley  in  1950. 

Smith  went  on  to  start  every  game  for  Clemson 
from  1949-51,  leading  the  Tigers  all  three  years  in 
receptions,  receiving  yardage,  and  receiving  touch- 
downs. His  Tiger  career  record  of  18  receiving  touch- 
downs stood  until  2008  when  Aaron  Kelly  broke  it  with 
20  in  four  years.  Smith  received  First-Team  All-SoCon 
honors  in  1950  and  1951,  but  he  was  young  in  1949. 

Five  1 949  backs  are  in  Clemson's  Hall  of  Fame,  yet 
Cone  and  Mathews  were  the  only  ones  with  first-team 
experience  at  the  start  of  the  1 949  season.  Who  would 
take  over  the  critical  tailback  position  occupied  almost 
entirely  by  versatile  Ail-American  Bobby  Gage  in  1 946, 
1947,  and  1948?  And  what  about  the  key  blocking 
back  slot  vacated  by  team  leader  Bob  Martin? 

The  "Dream  Backs"  delivered  reasonably  well. 
Mathews  divided  his  time  between  tailback  and  wing- 
back  in  leading  Clemson  in  both  rushing  (728),  passing 
(487),  and  touchdown  accountability  (seven  rushing, 
six  passing).  Carol  Cox  and  Jim  Reynolds,  who  had 
earned  three  letters  at  tailback  and  wingback,  respec- 
tively, provided  solid  relief  along  with  Calvert,  who 
was  coming  into  his  own  at  both  positions. 

Dick  Hendley,  better  known  today  as  U.S.  Open 
Golf  Champion  Lucas  Glover's  grandfather  than  a  Tiger 
Hall  of  Famer  in  football  and  baseball,  and  All-South 
player  Wyndie  Wyndham  were  platooned.  Hendley 
did  the  blocking  on  offense  and  Wyndham  teamed 
with  Moore,  an  all-star  center  and  captain,  at  the  line- 
backer positions  on  defense. 

As  for  the  "Nightmare  Line,"  Howard  played  and 
lettered  25  linemen  and  ends  in  search  of  a  seven 
"Iron  Men" solution  that  had  served  the  1939  and  1948 
teams  so  well.  Short  a  varsity  assistant  coach  follow-

ing  veteran  Randy  Hinson's  return  to  the  military,  he 
proved  a  little  slow  in  joining  most  major  teams  in  us- 
ing a  platoon  system. 

When  former  Furman  Head  Coach  Bob  Smith 
came  aboard  in  1950,  it  took  much  of  the  pressure  off. 
Of  the  14  starters  along  the  Tiger  offensive  and  defen- 
sive lines  in  1 950,  only  three  had  not  lettered  in  1 949. 

Statistically,  Clemson's  1949  squad  gave  up  an  av- 
erage of  319  yards  per  game,  the  most  since  such  sta- 
tistics were  first  tabulated  in  1939.  Conversely,  Clem- 
son averaged  312  yards  per  game  on  offense. 

Mathews  earned  First-Team  All-SoCon  honors, 
while  Moore  played  in  the  Blue-Gray  All  Star  game  as 
well  as  the  first  Senior  Bowl. 

In  the  end,  much  of  Clemson's  problems  in  1949 
centered  around  lack  of  experienced  depth  and  cor- 
responding failure  to  use  platoons  of  substitutes.  Even 
though  the  offensive  and  defensive  approaches  have 
changed,  the  players  have  gotten  much  bigger  and 
means  of  communication  have  improved  dramatically, 
but  basically  blocking  and  tackling  along  with  experi- 
ence in  doing  that  job  is  still  as  important  to  the  game 
of  football  as  it  was  60  years  ago. 

The  1949  team  finished  with  a  2-0-1  record  over 
the  last  three  games  and  gave  the  program  momen- 
tum entering  the  1950  season.  That  momentum  led 
to  Clemson  amassing  the  15th-best  record  in  college 
football  in  the  1950s.
